To fet up as Competitor with thefe Cjeiir 
tlemen, is far enpugh from my Tl^oughts : 
I run, indeed, , in the fame Couife with 
them, only ftr iking into a difFereot'Road : 
And I take upon me to fay, the Advantage 
is on my Side, concentring their diflipated 
Maxims into one fingle Point of View. 

All that the elegant Author of true Merit 
propofed, was to exhibit the fine Gentleman. 
Panagey who declares his fupercilious Con- 
tempt of the Title, and of the Charafter it- 
fclf, of what is commonly called a worthy 
Man^ cannot, with all his Erudition, rea» 
fonably hope to carry his Morality a Point 
*nearer to Perfeftion,. without the Light of 
Religion^ MonC de la Bnijere\ though 
more rational than either, though purer in-

his' Principles, and clearer in Bis Intentions^ 
may b^e perfcftly fatisfied if he attains to the 
making People of Falhion good Men : For 
my Part, I muft declare my felf fatisfied with 
nothing lefs than making Chriftians. 

This is the glorious Point in which meet 
all the Qualities which thofe Gentlemen have 
difGufled in their learned ami elaborate Trea- 
tifes. Is not that true Merity recommend- 
ed by Monf leMaitre deClavilky eminently 
confpicuous in a Chrillian ? Is he not more 
ffcrupuloufly a worthy Man^ than he who 
lakes the captious Morality of the relax 
jPafU^e for his Rule ? and with him as little 
can even Monf. de laBrtfyere^s good Man be 
put in the Balance. 

*Tis Religion which ftamps the Value on 
all Qualities : By it the Commerce of the 
World is pi-efcrved from the Taint of Vice: 
'Tis Religion only, which truly forms the 
good Father, the good Son, the good Huf-^ 
band, the good Friend, the good Patriot, 
and even the good Lover : Of this what;, 
more evident Proof can there be, than the 
blefled Days of the primitive Church ? What 
Times have ever produced fuch faithful 
A 4 Sub- 
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Subjeds ; fuch afFedionatc Fathers ; liicii 
obedient Children-, fuch finccrc Friends; 
iiich- loving Brothers ; fuch difin.tereftcd Re- 
lations 5 fuch faithful and tender Hufbands ; 
fuch refpcdtful and virtuous Lovers ? Yes, 
every Connexion, of which Rehgion is not 
the Principle, is to be looked upon no other- 
wife than with Pity, as generally terminat- 
ing in Mifery ; which, however deplorable, 
is no more than naturally to be cxpcded. 

However, I repeat it, let me not be 
charged with a prefumptuous Conceit of 
exccHing the illuftrious Authors juft men- 
tioned : I own them my Matters : *Tisby the 
RScUancy of their Maxims I have looked into 
tfeje Heart of Man : *Tis they who firft con- 
duced me into the gloomy Labyrinth, which 
I found fwarmilig with odious Monfters. 

Though I follow them in the fame Path, 
. I tread not- in their Steps. Mankind now- 
a-days are not a little different from Bruyere^s

It 
happens that (he relapfe.s, the Cock ftill afierts his 
Dominion, and again reduces her to Order : At 
length the Brood is hatch'd, and the Sight of them 
kindles again all hef Tendernefs j how fondly 
does fhe warm and cherilh them !

Advantage has been taken of her Abfence to exe- 
cute the Plot, and carry oft* four of her Litter j 
(he comes, in an EfFufion of Tcndernefs, to dif- 
tribute among them thofe nourilhing Juices, with 
which kind Nature fills her for the Suilenaiice of 
her young ones ; what a terrible Sight is here for 
the tender-hearted Pufs ? a difmal Digeftion for

Few,, and thofe am«ig ^ mofb rational 'Fa- 
thers, have their Defines under fo much Govern- 
ment as not to entertain Thoughts of placing their 
imborn Children in fome fevourite Calfing, yet 
vAi^n born, even when Reafon begins to fliew 
itfelf, fiich is the Infatuation of Parents counter- 
a^ng their own Ends, that their Children are 
fufFered to imbibe IncKnations quite oppofite to 
fuch predetermined Catling; this muft produce 
&mething beyond an Indifpofition Or Unfitners 
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to that Station. I am apt to think that the pi^ 
vailing Inclinations of Children inight be afcer- 
tained by clolely obferving them among thefr Play- 
things and Amufements, as they then are under vqc 
Coatroul, and aft of their own accord : As I can 
vrarrant die Snccaefs of fuqh Obferv^ons from my. 
own Experience, I would earneftly prefe upon Fa- 
thers to give an Eye to them ; fo obvious indeed 
are fhey» that a fingle one is generally ilifficient tip 
determine the Matter. 

AU Children ate not ib taken i^ with Triilesy. . 
dxat no room is. left in their Minds for any thing 
-whsch^may ftrike them more forcibly. Such affe« 
to ap{>dar whdly poflefled by Toys only the better 
to 'impofe 6n any ^o might be overlooking them ; 
and fh^, net being anjrwife miftrufled, they often 
coitle to over-hear Secrets, which they carefully 
hoard up and retain io the leaft Cir^umftance.

His Age 
MOW requires a Tutor ; among the Multitude of 
indigent Scholars, four Candidates offer them- 
felves, and according to the laudable Cuftom, he 
i$ the Man mho rates his Talents the loweft : A 
worthleis Creature, the whole of whofe Merit is 
in his Band, who) fo far from being verfed in Re- 
flexion and Reafoning, can perhaps fcarccly read* 
Well, but he will be no great Chai^, and fiich a 
one fiiits with the Diipofition of Philemon and 
Ipmna \ to him they conunit their Son, and whilft 
the Blockhead makes Learning a Trade to him- 
felf, his mjudicious Severity makes a Yoke of it to 
hisFuptL Without Tafte of their Beauties, or Skill 
to vary the Scene, he fets the Youth's Mind againft 
the Sciences ; he darkens his Reaibn, fhacklet 
kts Underftanding, and awkwardly labours to tranf- 
fiife into him his own Ignorance, Stupidity, and 
Prejudices : Thus the unhappy Stripling's Brains 
are on the Rack in unravelling a logical, giddy, or 
anal]rfing Syllogifin, when 'tis high time he were 
fit to appear in the World.

He is fune to be warned* 
againft Generofity, as a Crime : His JEL^nt draws 
him in to betray his School-FeUows, commending^ 
even paying him for being a Spy : Is he free of hi» 
Money ? he mu£b be reprhiBianded, and fbcnetiiiies 
punifhed -, perhaps his Allowance withheld : If his 
Genius be of a happy or bright Turn^ it is cramp- 
ed ; if flow, or a little heavy, quite cniihed. Can 
there be a more efFe£hial Method to crowd the 
World with bad Citizens, infignificant Friends;, and 
Blockheads? 

When Paltades walks,, comes into. a .Room^ 
bows or fpeaks, you £be the very Bidure of his 
Tutor CaUidefmus ^ a lumpiih.

We too often imagine our Deportment to be 
the Beauty of Nature refined ; wheii 'tis, in re^- 
ty, nothing better jthaa Rufticity. 

Vice may be faid to get A<hsnttance to us, 
habited in Velvet, but comes from usinaHop- 
fack : It infinuates itfelf into the Heart wi|:h neat

No Govemefs does Jkippus ftand in need oi 
for his ,Son : He himfelf takes upon him the 
Forming of his Heart; he is an Eye-witnefs of 
his Prondency ; he transfuies into nis Mind all 
his own pure and generous Principles ; fo that Sd^ 
phta is little more diari his Woman. Thus, Jlcip* 
puiy your Son will indbed be a great Man ; he'll 
keep ittT the Reputatioif of his Anceftors ; at leaft^ 
you'll never have ,any Caufe to be alhamed of 
him.* How am I delighted to fee you every Morn- 
ing carefully bellow an Hour in tutoring him'! 
T^is is to be a Father, and you'll foon fee the 
glorious Fruits of fuch exemplary Attention. 

Good Education and good Examples are like 
Inheritances intailed from Father to Son : And the 
infallible Method of conveying the Virtues of th« 
one to the other, is by thast &ftru£lion which lies 
within the Power of the Parent : If they are vir-^ 
tuous, . the Children will eafily be bxot^t to take 
the fame Caft ; or, if Paffions govern them, ar 
Child's unguarded Heart prefently gives them Ad^^r 
mittance f 

In the firft Cafe, let Children be kept at home ;' 
for the Diffipations abroad will moft probably adul-* 
terate, if not efface, the' Ideas of all the Good it ft&b^ 
within Doo£S. In the fccond, away with the Child 
to a purer Air, before he has caught the Infe^on.

To God nothing is. impoflible ; he could ap- 
point that certain Spirits, mixed with the Blood', 
inceflantly circulating in the Body of the Beaft, 
Ihould there form Perceptions fufficient for thefn, 
which were to ceafe whenever the vital Spirits 
Ihould come to ftagnate ; but thefeL Perceptions, 
whatever they be, are neirfier Memory .nor Judg- 
ment, and confequently far below any Conipa^iT 
fon with the Faculties inherent in the human 
Souh 

Others, lefe baW. in their Tenets for Mate* 
rialifin, but not lef» permdoas, betake them&Ives

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fe a fuBtile Medium ; thtft create Jthnades^ or 
•JimpU Beir^s^ Terms of incontrovertible Ideas, 
and, as they fay, dcarfy explained by a Befng with- 
out Extenfion, compofing an Extenfion. That 
Matter can think, they do not believe, Th<»ight 
not being cflential to Matter : Now this is anni- 
hilating their Monades ; let them, at leaft, be con- 
fiftent with themfelves. An urrextcnded Beitig, if 
fuch an one can be conceived, compofing an Ex- 
tenfion, muft be Matter as certainly as it cannot 
be Spirk. I dofe with the Moytadites^ and with 
them affirm, that Matter, cannot abfolutely think. 
What then becomes of their Monades ? Is their 
Soul capable of Thought? Do they themfelves 
think ? Anfwer me this.

However, the(e refined Commentators csmnot 
« ftand the Mention of the Shortnefs of Life } it k 
fiire to fet them a fighing: To be immomd in 
this, with them, is fo fine a. Thing, that tt 'heats 
their Imaginations; their Hearts fwell'With the 
Thought ; and the Ardency of their Defires has*, 
been known to dart an illuibry Gleam o£ 
Hope, which yet thefc Vifi^naries have long ehe* ' 
rifiied; they all have nothing kft to wifh, could 
they once bring themfelves to^ an abfoluie Cer- 
tainty of this (o paiSonately urifh'd. ^r-Imaioita-* 
lity: But ever lince Adam tnd Svtj. whoibimd 
themfelves miflaken in it. Only a braai'i-fidL Crea- 
ture or two have been found, who laid Claim to dr 
Prefervtttiye- againfk Death. 

. What mufl: be done then, as they canr|ot aflitte 
themfelves of being immortal in this Life, and 
wiQnot be fo in the orfier? Why, they woric 
themfelves into a Notion that Soul and Body ga 
together at Death, and there V a final End of 
tbem both.

The , Scripture fum^^ us with the Maidma 
which tW are daily retailing in all Companies, < 
*^ The Ungodly fay, as they felJfely imagine with- 
in thei^felves, our Life U Iho^^and tedious ; and in 
the-Desi& of a Man. there is no . Re<povery, nei- 
ther are aoy^ known who have returned from the 
Grave ; For we are bom at all Adventures, and 
we ihall be hereafter,, as though we had pevet: 
t»qe9 1 ISr'the Breath is as Snv^tke in our NoftrUs, 
ami the Woida as a Spark raifed out pf our Heart %. 
which being extinniifhed, the Body is turned into 
Afhes, and the ^irit vaniiheth a^ the foft Air^ 
Our Life (hall pals away as the Trace. of a Cloud, 
^nd come to nought, as the Mifl that is driven 
away with the Beams, of the Sun, and caft down 
with the Heat therecrfl Our Name alfo fhall be*, 
forgotten in time, and no Man ihall have our 
Works in Remembrance; for our Time is as a 
Shadow that pafleth away, and after our End there:

fliould any friend be found fe firicere as to-oflfer a 
Woid of Advice, I know his Anfwer; 'twould 
be this : *^ My Fatiier indeed was a great Man 5 
i think 1 have hesLtd or read fomethtng of the 
Matter!

Pamptnius^ you who for generally frequent Mfhat 
IS called go^ Company^ muft have heard fach fH- 
volous Reafonings again and again ; 'tis Genttliiyj 
and Sojiheties fwears 'tis the Criterion which dHlin- 
gutlhes the Man of Spirit from the fnivellihg'Boy. 
Iretthe Feats of another Life be left to fiUy Wo- 
men, and the Hopes to Priefts, and vrtiat a M'a^e 
will they fold themfelve^ in, when they mifs their 
foie Paradife ? 

Well, Pamphilus^ have you nothing to put 
. thefe facrilegious Jefters out of Countenance ? 
Sofihenes is your Friend, and his Heart is not yet 

quite 
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•quite. conupted : Setabotut . curing it, mi whifper 
Jhim, in priwatc, *♦ I am exceedingly concerned, 
jny Friend, that you jQbould turn to fuch a very 
wrong Ufc the Senfe you have received from God,

- To argue more clofely on the ShorttKfi and 
Miftiies^yf dus life^ The Earth, Air, ai«i Wa- 
^er,' all ^e common Neceflaries of Life^ Beafb 
{Mirtake of together with us ; but, by way of emi- 
aeiit. Diftix^ion) • God ha§ ertdiied Man with a 
4>iritual and immortal £oul, capable 'of Opeiatiot^ 
fiiitedtoliis £xift«iice and-Defigns, and farfope- 
aior, let what will ^ &id^ to all . the Fun6^tons of 
the Brute Inftinft. After God has been pleafrd to 
exajt us fo far above Beafts, are we to ming!c with 
them in an utter Extinftion? Own, Softhenesy 
that this would appear very exceptionable to 
you. 

From nothing did God by his mere Will pro- 
duce this immenfe Univerfe : .From the Breath of 
<Sod was Life given to the firft Man; and is it 
beyond his Power to give ImmortaKty to this 
Breath I Is the one more diHicult to him than Ae 
other? 

The Spirituality and Immortality of the Sout 
being proyed and admitted, it remains to divide it 
as to its Eflence, i>eftination, and Operations : 

Thp 
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.The proper Eflence of the Soul c<mfifts in~ a Cisi^ 
pacity o{ Thinking, or rather in Thiidring, 
"Thought being o( no lefi Neceffity to the Soul 
than itfeif is to the Body; it is as infeparable 
as Juftice and Goodnefe from God. Its Dcftina- 
tion is to prefide o¥er the Senies smd dire& the 
Behaviour, to be puni&ed or rewarfed, according 
to its Compliance with Evil, or its Attachment to 
Good. Its firft Operation is to animate the Body, 
then to diffufe itfeif through the Limb^, and t» 
/uperinteod the feveral Gradations from Infancy 
to Manhood, and the Decknfkms from thoice to 
Decrc;>itude. 

As tbefe three Divifiom^ belong to the Soul, fe 
from theie it receives three Denominations. The 
firft b the rational SmI, as invcftcd with, the Pre- 
rog^ives which form the very ElTence of it ; the 
iecond, from its Controul over the Sei&Sy is 
termed th^finjbive Soul; and die vhifying Sotd is 
that in which the vital Heat is locked. Thefe 
three Parts, which its Fun^ons (hew to refide 
in the Soul, are infeparable: As Parts of one and 
the fame Whole,, dieir Coqun&ion cannot be 
difunited. 

The reafonMe Soul takes* the Lead, as of it the 
other two hold' their Power ; from it are derived 
Senfation and Motion to the Machine \ it is te 
the Body as the Sun to the World, and, like a 
I^ted Taper, imparts Aftivity to the aerial 
Light : blow out the Taper, and the AdHvity of 
the light ceafes ; when the reafonaWe Soul' de- 
parts, the fenAtive and vivifying Souls have no 
snore to do ; their Duties are fuperfeded', a Stop 
put to their Operations, and both are extin* 
guifted. « 

The fmfuivey the next in Degree, fills the 
middle Place betwixt the reafonabk and vivifying

'Soul; its Pioviace is the animal PalBons: Here it 
ts that the . Lore of' the . Creatures receiires its 
Birth, is ftrengthened and indiilged without anj 
Inteipofitioa of the reaTonable Soul; and when 
the -vivifying Soul is called in, 'tis only as an Af- 
£ftaat to fecure.lts Con^eft over die reafonable 
Soul; Hence prJaceed Atiger, Hatred, Intempe<- 
ranee, and all Exceiles: I^nce alio an Infinitude 
of A^ons ccifiunal in thesifelves, but originally 
void of Ouilt^ Thought, or prepenfe Reflexion^ 
liaving no Chare in them. 

Avarice, Selfiflmefi, Ambition, Pride, and alt 
the other Reiblts of a predeterminate Caprice, 
owe their Exiftence to the reafonable Soul alone, 
98 to it alone belongs the Conception and Cultiva^ 
Hon of Ideas. 

The vivifying Soul is properly no more than 
the natural Heat difperfed through all the Parts 
pf the Body, and'Commpnly known by the Name 
of IJMe vital Spirits. 

This third may be called tihe gro/s Part, an4 in 
0ioftof its Funfiions is fubordinate to the fenii* 
tive ; but the Procedures of this laft are not ^ 
pcfi^y dependent on the rational Soul. 

The fenfitive Soul prepares and fets before the 
reasonable a feducing Reflsxion on the fofter Paf- 
fions, and allures the vivifying. Soul with materia 
Gratifications ; and it is not a rare Cafe, that tlie 
xeaf4»i«able Soul, after vigorous Efforts to (hake 
off the Enticements of die fenfitive, is cdmpdled 
to give way to the united Force of the two -odn/st 
Soids, yfho league together, diat the Paifions mif 
get the upper hand. 

Sometimes, in the Abfence of Objeds, an the 
inadivi^ of Sleep, in the Extindion, as it were, 
£^the reafonable Sioul i when all Memoxy, Reflexion 
fOfifi Comparifon of Ideas .are fufpended, when ever 
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Aef WDuM be of no ,Ufe, Aci*e being nothing. to 
«3Cercir« thenife]ves upon ; femettmels, I lay, the 
waking PaiBoAs, ftiddehly Caking Advantage o( 
this pr<)found Idfenfibility of the rational Sdai, 
clofe with the vivifying, to perpetrate the Plot 
laid a^inft it hj die fenfitive Soaly without the 
leaft Knowledge of it on the Part of the reatbn* 
able SouL 

Here I am aware of an Objeftion, which is, 
that this Operation does not want the feniitive 
Soul, it has no Concern in it ; the vivifying Soul 
alonH can bring it about. I aniwer : What be- 
comes of Matter, if in this apparent Abfence of 
the reafonable Soul, it be not awakened by fbme- 
thing ftriking on the Tympanum, if I may fo fay, 
of the Paflions ? And, in fuch a State, what can 
that S^nethLng be, but the fenfitive Soul ? 

Thefe are the two Parts of wliich the Soul of 
Beafts neceflarily confifts ; for to reduce it to one, 
is dealing ibmething unfairly with them ; and I 
fliaU be aUoiised this Diidnon. by any attentive 
Obferver of the Inftin£t of Bcafts. If I miftake 
my Way, let me be fet right, I (hall be very do- 
cile ; for to enter the Lifts againft any one is hf 
from my Intention. 

What I would be underftood to fay ,is, that 
Beafts^ Hke us, have both a fenfitive and vivifying 
Soul ; in the former lies ail their Sagacity, and 
the Functions of the vital Spirits depend on the 
latter ; their AdHons and Reflections being only 
the Refuk of Paffions, it mnft be the fenfitive 
Soul .which is at the Head of all their Ads, and^ 
as fuch, determines their Coniequences ; it fets 
the Operations of the vivifying Soid a-going in 
them i it animates their vital Spirits in Anger> and 
JUxeSts them in Generation. 

All 
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All the Subtilties brought on the Stage to prove 
the Mortality of thq Spul only prove the Mety Re*- 
verfe. Our Intereft, our Defires, our Difquie* 
tudes, our Denial of it, are every one ftroi^ly 
marked Indications of the Soul's Extent, and Seals 
of its Immortality, in wliich all our Perverfenefe 
muft acquiefce. . 

Whatever has been advanced in behalf of the 
Soul's Materiality, ,ferves only to prove its Spirit 
tuality. What I hive now faid upon the Soul^ 
and the duticifms which will be thrown at it,* 
mzy be. looked upon as. further Proofs of the films 
delireahle Truth. 
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Cy R E L I G 1 O N. 

IN onr public Sch<)o!6, ft certainly is^ that a 
thorou^ Knowledge of Reli^cm mould be in- 
culcated into tiie Minds of Youth. Should not 
the bare Intimation c( this in a Chriftian Country 
feem fiiperfluou8 and impertinent ? I blulh at ^e 
Ncceflity of it, 

Valerius^ juft arrived from the Boarding-SchooI, 
has confumed ten long Years in getting a Smatter- 
ing of Latin<i fomewhat lefs Greeks and the Pagan 
IVfythology : And does * he really know no more ? 
Why, that's enough j what would you have 
of him ? Valerius is a Chriftian, and furely muft 
have fome Knowledge of his Religion : Yes, he 
has fome l^n&ure of it» for he was taught his 
Catechifm, and every Saturday repeated fome Paf- 
fages of the New-Teftament : And can that be all ? 
too furely it is. And thus amply is he inftru^led 
in the very Point on which an everlafting Mifery 
or Happinels depends. 

Wlien I talfe to Valerius of SamuePs Piety, So- 
lomon's Wifdom, and the Patience of Joby I dif- 
cover a confufed Remembrance of thefe Names. 
The Seeds of Voluptuoufiiefs indeed have lb far 
already difclofed themfelves in his young Heart, as 
io give him a Liking to Solomon^ and have brought 
that fplendid Monarch often into his Thoughts : 
He was for knowing more of him, but his Tutors 
prevented it ; and I commend their Prudence. 

But when I fliift the Topic, and mention y«- 
piter^s Amoux?, Mercury himfelf did not know 
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more of them ; he has the Particulars of every 
Stratagom, every Rapei and Intrigue; the whole 
of Paganifm is at his Fingers Ends ; he'll fami- 
liarly dcfcribe all the Myfteries of the Feafts of 
Adonis. Put him upon thofe tif his own facrcd 
ReUgion, and how does he blunder out his Igno- 
rance of them ! 

Could it be thoiight that the Education of fV- 
kritts had been committed to Chriflrians? But, fo 
It is, and by the very Priefts of his Law has he 
been initiated ihto a Religion, ^hich his own de- 
clares to be an ABominatiQh. Are then the Pagan 
Authors the only Avenues to Science? But what* 
Remedy is there? 'tis the Vogue, and that of no 
lefs than fifteen hundred Years flandirig. Profound 
Do&ors have favoured the World with their cla- * 
borate Notes on thefe Authors ; jind, after all. 
Things muft be left juft as they are ; there's no 
Help for it. Every Calling, every way of Life, 
has its Prejudices ; but none more pernicious 
than thefe. 

f^akrius news ftts his Foot into the 'World, with 
a Heart decifively aflFeSed by recent and reiterated 
Impreffions: The Loves of /^««5, her Sallies, the 
fedudive Air of Pleafantry,- in which Fable repre- 
fents them, have (Ifllied his Imagination. What 
a Source of Reflexions is' here, and all lively and 
penetrating, totally 'deftruftive of his Virtue ! 
With this Furniture he returns to his Father, 
whom I ytt will fuppdfe'Mafter of fo much Reafort 
as to bq deilrous as w:ell as capable of giving his 
Son an Infight into'the Importance of Religion : 
'Tis* too late, heis now in his eighteenth Year,' 
and the Corruptions of Nature, inflamed by a bad 
Education, foon biafs him : His Father is thought 
no better ihan an old Dotard, endeavouring to 
make a Booby of him. The Matter is commu- 
D nicated 



nicated to a Junto of bis School-ibllows ; thqr 
^JI a Council^ and unaniaioufly vote the goioia 
Man non compos^ and to be diljpofed of acoordinglj ; 
and Valerius to keep him Company too^ if he is 
ftupid enough to regard what he mys^ and iiiffer 
his Spirits to be lowered either by Example or Au- 
thority. 

But let us draw a Veil over the Particulars of 
the execrable Conference, left you Jhould perceive 
Valerius wifliing an hSt could be obtained to annul 
his very Scepticifm. 

Valerius^ theft, fa fer fetting out. Brute Kke, 
without Faith, without Rule, and. without Reli- 
gion : You and I may tremble at it, but he him- 
felf makes a Jeft of thfc Comiparifon, and fwean 
the Advantage lies on his Side. In anfwer to the 
glorious ikopes. of the Chriftians, he fays, have 
they not their Fears ! The Beafts have a much 
eafierTimc, whofe Confciences never prefume to 
intrude^upon their Enjoyments y and thus he is for 
living. But he is not yet fo fer hardened as to aft 
up to it ; there is a Decency, and Decency muft 
not be openly broke through ; the little Shew of 
Piety muft be properly cxpofcd : There feeros an 
tiniverfal Agreement to put on the Difguife ; every 
body knows 'tis no more than a Difguife ; but 
vrithout a Maik there's no Admittance to the BaS. 
Your Malk is feen through i yet, were you to 
throw it afide, and fliew jrourfidf, you would loon 
he glad to clap it on again \ no-body would be 
feen with you. , , . 

Valerius wears his Mafk well, and reconciles this 
trouUefome Decency with his Eafe, You go to 
Qh\xtA^Valeriu5^ and if you havC been obferved when 
there, the better for your After Supper, where you 
happen to have been invited, the DeiTert is brought, 
mj the Servants withdraw i now is the Time to 
^^ inak«

^iyi rc^dy, ai^d^.turns them all to good acoum ; ' 
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te affo can depend on them no Icfs thkn Menippttf 
on hf^ Dogs. Who levels hfe Batteries better ihzn 
he ? Who can match Him In Stratagems ? HrtH 
make his Way through the Walls erf a Seraglio ! 
Indeed, the Mffcai-rfage of a bte Adveimire^ by 
the fudden Ihtei»niptipn'of a Hufl^and, hasexpoM 
an ArtSfice of Ms: Ho«^ would the inventive ai^ 
tander »h^V€ been- ftrved at C^oniimple ? How 
are AJdulterers punilhatte hy the mofaie Law ? 
His flagitious Pleafures had terminated in a tor- 
turing Death! -And bow did he lare at Paris? 
Why, the Hufband has been lampooned 5 CUtandtr 
himfelf has diverted all his Acquaintance with the 
Particulars of his Di&ppoimment \ and a Score of 
Women have come to condole withhim, and 
offered all the Comfort in their Pbwer.

Things being thus, where would Clitandir^s 
Wit be in ihifting Religions, ffo, a Chriftian he 
continues^ but with feme Reftri&ions ; or he 
may rather be faid to hare fpun himfelf a little 
kind' oiF Religion for his awn private Ufe, out of 
the feveral Licences and Indulgences of aQ the 
other.

Religion has Enemies of all Species : Some live 
as if a Deity did not cxift. What are their Prin- 
ciples ? Are they the Rcfult of Inquiry ? No In- 
quiries for them. They are, by no means, A- 
Cheifts in their Heart ; and, fo far from profeffing 
themfelves fuch, they would take the Appellation 
as a moft heinous Onence : Others with Humani- 
ty, Probity, and all the good Qualities which con- 
ftitute the worthy Man, will very gravely maintain

th^nticity. The dariL Chronicles of the Chlnefe 
j\M 4fyriaff$ are runun^ged, to (hew that thoft 
NatiojAs were founded and £ouri(hed under regular 
Governments, iiome Thoulands of Years befom 
-Cbrift, falfifying the Epocbas, Dates,, and Com*^ 
putatioip. They make a great Stir, that the Chir 
nefe Hiftorians relate, as an undoubted Certainty^ 
that pihiy their firft Emperor, reigned 298^ 
Years before the Chriftian ^ra, which carries the 
Foundation of their Empire above 300 Years be- 
yond the Deluge \ and, befides, no Deluge waa 
ever heard of in Cbinni fo that, fay they, the De-r 
hige could not poiTibly be univerfal. But I tremble 
to repeat the horrible Confequences drawn from 
thi$ Inference. 

Ochers feem not to. difallow of the Deluge ; 
not that tl)ey in any wife believe it , but the 
better to introduce and play off the Criticifms 
which they have at hand againft it. Either, 
9rgue they, the Dejuge has altered the Figure of 
the Earth, or it was not univerfal ; and, by the 
prefent State of the Earth, it feems a phyfical Im- 
poiTibility that it ihould have been fo } yet is the 
. Seriptiu'e 
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Scripture cjtpre&r **' The JFountams of the great 
Deep Were broken tip, the Windows of Heaveiif 
were openefl, and the Ram was upon the Earth 
forty Days and forty Nights ; all the high HiBi 
were covfered; sftrd "fiftttn Cubits upward did the 
Waters? piwall.'** - -^ - ' 

"The 1ngfife{PM6urttainsi as thofe of GordtaH 
and Arettaf^^xt three thoufand Paces above the 
Surface of the Sfea, and of this the greatcft Depth 
is not Aovc three hundred Paces ^ fo that, without 
reckoning the Capacioufnefs of the Globe to in- 
creafe in Proportion to its Rifmg,' the Extent of 
the Wkter, according to the Account, muft Have 
been ndt lefi than fifteen times greater than that' 
of the Earth. 

* It is further known, by exaft Demonftrations, 
that the Water of the heavieft Rains does not 
exceed an Inch and a half in half an Hour, which 
makes fix Feet in a Day; fo that, the Deluge 
having lafted but forty Days, there could not be 
upon the Earth a Body of Water of above two 
hundred aftd forty Feet, omitting the Deduftiqns- 
fairly allowable to the fpreading of the Mud, and 
the Decreafe by Penetration \ and that, to reach the 
Summits of the Mountains,' the Heavens muft have 
poured down each Day one hundred and fixty 
Feet of Water ; a Thing impoffible in Nature. If 
it be alledged that the Earth might not then be 
of the fame Figure, or in the fame State as now. 
Alterations of the like Kind, and from lefler 
Caufes, having not been unfrequent ; bent on 
Carping, they reft not here, but direftly fall 
to clearing up the Hiftories of the Syrians^ Chi'' 
nefe^ Egyptians^ and Ethiopians \ and will prove, 
that,, within two hundred Years at fartheft> after

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the Deluge, their Empires fwanned with People, 
axul had very large Cities ; and that is not to 
much as fuppofed that the IfTue of four Peribns 
could have multiplied to fuch a Degree vi^tthin ib 
Ihort a Term ; concluding, •' after the Deluge, 
the three Sons of Ncah divided the Nations among 
themfelves:" Now this Divifion could not be 
imaginary. 

Is there any one Faffage of Scripture, which 
their Malignity has i>ot fifted, I may fay diveAed ? 
Are we to believe^ fay they, that Adam was the 
iirft Man, the only Father of all Mankind ? Is it 
not faid in Scripture, " 7^^ Sons of God faw the 
Daughters of Men that they were fairy and they 
took them Wives of all whom they chofe? Who are 
thefe Daughters of Men ? aflc they : Who were 
their Fathers ? And who thofe Hufbands, whom 
the Scripture ftiles the Sons of God ? If, continue 
they, there was but one Race on Earth, v/z. that 
of AJamj why (hould God take fuch Offence at 
an' Union betwixt young People of the fame Ex* 
Itraftion ? The Diftinftion of Names implies a 
Difference in Blood, and the Males are called the 
^ons of God y whereas the Females are no more 
th2in- Daughters of Men. Now, from hence, their 
Conclufion is no other than that both, being of a 
different Defcent, Jdam was not the firft Man ; 
nor did his Offspring make up the whole World ; 
they condefcend to allow it to be the Raise chofen 
of God, 

They who treat the Notion of Coadamites as a 
trifling Cavil, give into no lefs Abfurdities ; thefe 
lay, with Jujiin Martyr^ in his Apology, *' that 
the Angels, having broke through the divine 
Eflablifhment of their State, had given way (p 
the Love of Women, and that this was the Caufe 
of their being changed into Devils/' If they are 

put 
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put in min4 of St. 43'ri4*:wh<v affirms, " that it 
is impious not only to relate> but to lend an Ear 
to the ficaitioiB^ Stories of the Angels l^oves," thejr 
think to nonplus you in anfwering with a Sneer. 

Neither do they ftop here* Mofes^ that diftin- 
guiihed I^egiflator,- honoured by God himfclf with 
the Title , of his Friend, " is 4io other Aan a 
pitiful Leper^ expelled Egypt on account of his 
Diftemper, v^ich was alfo general among his 
People f. Who are we referred to as^ Vouchers of 
thefe Fa6b ? To blind jP^^^w, prejudiced Writers,, 
who would not fail to adulterate and give a wrong; 
Turn to whatever made againft their Errors. 
What would be thought of a Jefuit, who ihould,, 
in hi« Defence, bring in ^efnel and Janfenius ? 
Accordii^ to Tacitus^ all the Miracles worked by^ 
God in favour of his People, both in Egypt and 
afterwards, to put them in Pofleffioo of the deli-^ 
cious Land of Pmmi fe, fall to the Ground : But^ 
Prejudice apart, wJiy is Mofes to be lefs credited 
than Tacitus f 

To be a Chriftian is, with them, Implicitly to 
believe : Principle is an inexhauftible Fund of 
Saintfbif). Without Evidence and Examination 
there is no Wifdom. Fatal Spphifm ! Alarming 
.Pofition ! of which Rationalifls, Libertines^ and 
Atheifts are the poifonous Breed. For how many,, 
with ail the- Oifquifitions of this fagacious Wif^ 
dom, have at lafl turned out to be neither Chri^ 
ftians -nor Jews^ nor fo much as Mahometans ? 
This, fay you, is reducing Religion to no more 
than an early Prcpofleffion 5 and don't you hear it 
called fo every Day ? If you fltike out Religion,, 
what becomes of God i *Tis degrading him fome-*

mediarely, God is the Authca' of {ihyfical and 
moral EvlK If I tell him that God, being iafl-' 
nitely good, cannot be the Author of any EyiI, 
his Reply is, then is there fomething of which 
God IS not the Author i I rejoin, that Sin and 
Evil are the Confequences of sm Abufe of Free<i 
will in the Creatures: That's the Point, answers he 
with the moft compofed Gravity ; that's the very 
Proof that God does not o-eate every thing, and 
that there are other Beings befides him wfaadi have 
ii plaftic Power, iince there are Beings which do 
not bold their Birth of him i he cannot be the 
fole Caufe of all that exifts in the World. Sudi 
are the Conclufions for Chj^iioe, or rather the £i«* 
crilegious Subtilties againft the divine Power. AU 
we have to fay is, that dear Ideas of Infinity 
are unattainable ; and that, of all things, God is 
the moft vifible and involved; the moft known, 
and the moft myfterious. If we open our Eyes 
to the Deity, by which we are furrounded, it is 
clear as Noon, and dark as Midnight to our Con- 
>ception& ^^ AU Men fee God, but every one fees 
him afar ofF»» 

To return to the Atheift's Objeftlons^ Docs 
God, fay they, adt neceffarily, or freely i If you 
fay the former, they aqfwer^ then he is immutable, 
and our Prayers are to no Purpofe ; if ffeely, then 
his Sentiments, being occafional, they will alter 
according to Circumftances j and at this rate he

gracious, we pray to him, and our Prayers mul 
move him,' andr tonfequently he will not carry hi 
I>ecree agatnft us to Execution.; as in the Cafe c 
NtHivelr,..

other hand, were their Converfion left to the 
free Choice, God could not be fure whether h 
Sentence pafled on this City would be executed < 
not; Thus is the Divine Being in his Knowled| 
and A£liogs no Ie(s limited than Man.«-^0 God 
how incomprehenfible are the Myfteries of th 
glorious Attributes ! Happy he who woxihips th 
in a redgned and ftedfaft Faith. 

Infidelity draws, a frefh Plea from our Calam 
ties, our Pains and our Fears, How f fays a Puf 
of Spinofa^ Can Man be evil, if proceeding from 
Principle fupremdy good ? Would fovereign Goo< 
ncfs give Birth to a wretched Creature, or fov< 
reign Sandlty to a corrupt Creature? I anfwe 
that Man was created in a State of Purity ; bu 
having corrupted himfelf, the Juftice^ the Goo< 
nels of God were, concerned to punifh his Tran 
greffions : Well, reply they, but if Man owes 1: 
entire Origin to a goocl Principle, he would n 
be fufccptible of any EviU To my ObjeAio 
that he had only.a bare Power to incline to ev 
they fay worfe i God kx^owing that he would fi

Mesuis. A Being &pre9ie}y .good will not leave 
us the Means to, dq Evil^ If. in ibis Refpeft we 
be free» this Being is not good ; either it could or 
would not do otherwife ^ either Way it is jiot 
God, If I difplay to hioi. the. divine Graces atful 
their wonderful Operations, thece would be no 
need of them, fays he» had Mfin been created and 
confirmed by God_ in a proper State of Purity : 
Befides, how limited axe their Operations in re- 
IpeA of the Frequency and Enormity of Crimes i 
and their Efficacy is the Portion of very few, which 
ihews a moft unreatbnable Predjleflion in God. 
Paul and JuJas little redound to the Honour of 
Grace. . It was the Oefpair of the latter, fay I, 
which, proved his Deftrudion ; the Reply is. 
Could not God withhold him I Jf it could be done, 
why was it not ? Judas never could have made 
bead againft the Workings of God : What can 
be faid ? to believe the divine Operations with- 
out bringing them ta the Teft of our Scrutinies,. 
18, unqueftionably,. the dutifuj, the wife, and at 
the fame Time,, the fafe Part. Shall he that con- 
tendeth with the Almighty inftruA him ? he thai 
ceproveth God, let him anfwer it *. 

Pnfumptuous Spin9fift^ fays God, " I will de* 
Biand of thee, and anfwer thou me ; Where waft 
thou when I laid the Foundations of the Earth I 
Declare, if thou haft Underftanding, who laid the 
Meafures thereof, if thou knoweft ? or who hath 
flretchQd..tha Line upon it I Whereupon are the 
^Foundations thereof fattened I or who laid the 
Corner Stone thereof, when the Morning Stars 
g together, and all the Sons of God (houted for 
oy f Who ibu]t up the Sea with Doors, when it

• Arifiar^hus puts on an Appearance of a kind of 
Ffailofophy, that he may be entitled to. doubt of 
every thing, and openly to profefs it : He is a fine 
Orator; at leaft, he is not one who muft be 
thought to give into the Belief pf the {hallow 
Generality : Were he to acknowledge God, all his 
high ReputaUon for Learning would drop at once. 
What ! muft he feem as ignorant as a Porter or a 
School-boy? He will examine before he aiTents, 
and has brought himfelf to J>elieve nothing at aJI^ 
before ever he fets about examining. What with 
his Diftindions and Definitions of Deity, that 
tmmenfe indefinite and indefinable Being, all he 
allows of it, is but a Name without Idea, the 
Objedl of the Terror of little Minds, and, ac- 
cording to him^ the only Proof of ah.ObJe<^ ftill 
more empty. 

Atbanafiusy lefs captious, allows of a God ; But 
what ibrc of a Being is it ? an indolent^ fupine 
Deity, like thofe worldly Idols, who, wholly taken 
up with a Care and Conceit of themfelves, look' 
upon every thing round them with • the moftdif- 
dainful Indifference \ a Deity infenfible of Cares 
er Pleafures y as either would employ it \ for £m-» 

.* Job xxxviii. 
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ployment borders upon- Sefvitade, with* whtcfa a 
Deity muft certainly have aotbing to do. All tbe 
Events of. t flucluating World do not, in any wife,, 
difcompofe bis lethargic Repofe, or awaken h\s 
InterpofiUoo : Like a Beauty^ with a Crowd. of 
difregarded Lovers at her Feet,« and who ovc^ihears 
herfelf taken to Pieces by Neighbours, hairing at 
moft but Spirit enough to de^tfe thein> without 
any vindictive Motions, as het Revenge would 
endanger her Indolence : Whether Man be vir- 
tuous or wicked, fays Athanafius^ God never gives 
himfelf any Tr6uUe about it ; they are bom and 
die; if not without his knowing, y«t without hb 
takiog any notice of either. I cannoit • bttt £incy 
this Divinity to be the very Tianfcrtpt of Sfoth; 
and that, thus totally difetigaged and ina£iivey 
muft have its Intervals of Laffitude* 

Mifander blames Athanaftus and Artfiarckusi be 
is in the right ; and what is ftiB better, though 
they were his Intimates, he has fliaken them oiF ; 
but he goes a Step too far,, he hates them : That's 
too far indeed ; and now I bhime Mifander^ and 
almoft place h'mi betwixt his two difcarded Inti- 
mates. As Mifander loves God, he thinks that his 
Confoience binds him to hate them : So much the 
worfe : But could you think it ? It is not them 
only he hates, his Hatred reaches even to his 
Relations, his Wife and Children : This is bad 
indeed ? This is the Gall of Bitternefs ! 'Tis being 
worfe than Ariftarchus and Athanafiuswiih all their 
vile Notions put together. What can Mifander 
think of God? that whofoever loves him muft 
love nobody ! What an unworthy Jealoufy were 
this f Can a genuine Love of God confift with 
hating all Mankind ? 

Are you for keeping in with Philqfi? then never 

eommc;nd any body before him i not a Word of 
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the good Works a§£opbranius^ or of > the foiur Boys 
whom he has Isfteljr 'prenticed ; nan of ^he Charities 
whioh iiidigient Wiiiows daily receive from Zdjimai 
nor of the Gicb wbofe Educ^xiouPhifienis.hsa (o 
handfimety provided .for $ fome^fcr the CoaycnC; 
andjotfaers iorthe World; Taik:to bim only of 
the Halfjpei)ce.' which ''he .drops .ait' the Churefa^ 
Doors, aipiiUt Crowds to ^tiifaom her is known ; 
tell bfm that he^has not^his £<|03l for Charity, and 
then, poffiUy, he may havc.foma Kindneis for 
you; I iay^ poffiUy ; for you muft> know, that 
Pi«/^loye&only hi(n&lf«. Him God has particu- 
lariy fopafated from the Woifd) andfdefted out 
of all the worthy Part of Mankind, as the Obje^fc 
of hia diftingaifiiing Love } him God guides with 
his right Hand,, kavmg Satan td lord it at pleaforo 
over other Men. In Wlmt is PhiUJi better that 
AtbanafiuM ? the latter makes God a fupine Being, 
whom nothing can move, leaving the World td 
go on at TfKoioak ; and Pbihfi thinks that God's 
Eyes are only upon bim, and that he is the fole 
Objed of his kind Providence. 

The divine Creator formed Men for one ano» 
ther ; To be of no Benefit to one's Neighbours^ is 
couoteraAing the End of our Being ; 'tis a Re^ 
proach upon God, as if be fent us into a World 
where we had no Bufinels. 

Trafimon rotorns home from Sermon with Fury 
in his Looks,. and a worfe Temper ; if his Wife 
and Children ofier to footh him with their af- 
fodionate CareiTes, he ftorms at them, and fiercely 
bic iking from their Embraces, flies to his Clofet, 
,where, in a foperftitious Agony, he'ftrips and di« 
foiplines him&tf to the Rirpofe i tbefe are the 
precious Fruits of his hearing Sermons : Sure Tra- 
jSmau does not tbfaik God to be4be Father and beft 
JPrlend of ^Maakmd^ Can it poffiUy come into 

his 
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his Head that fiicb a Trsatment of himTelf can be 
pleafing to God ? Strange i was not this the vtrj 
FraSice of Baal^s flupid Prieik, to obtain a Fa- 
vour from that f9l& God ? Trfifimon^ I muft tell 
you, that you are a worfe Man than either Ari^ 
Jiarctms or Atbanq/tus i bad as they are, tfaeir Guiit 
does not come jup to your's. Tte Amirium^ not 
acquainted with jtfi^ afirms, there is no fiich 
Perfon in being: Here's one of your Countryman 
who carries it extremely £iir to you, ppbjiihes 
every where that you have put him upon fome 
fcandalous Actions ; with which of the two would 
you be moft difpleafed ? certainly Obicurity is 
more eligible than Infamy. 

Impious as thofe Errors concerning the £f- 
fence and Attributes of God are, Men have not 
ftopped there y in the Darknefs and Depravity of 
their Hearts, they run into the moft execrable 
Crimes, covering their Enormity with fpecious 
Names. Their Children they devote . to Avarice ^ 
they have their fecret infamous Sacrifices ; and the 
Vigils they obferve are Scenes of an unbridled 
£rucaHty : Hence the utter Negkd of all Decency, 
all Order in their Marriages, and whole Tenour <^ 
their Lives. One kills another out of Envy, or 
iujures him by Adultery : Hence the Confufion, 
Murder, Violence, Theft, Deceit, Treachery,^ 
Tumult, Perjury, Oppreffion of good Men, For- 
getfulnefs of God, mental Impurity, Mifcarriages, 
conjugal Vadances, Divorces: Hence the Impu^ 
dicity and Adultery whkh' univedally fill all 
Places. : . . . 

Bafe j-eliiSsagainfl the Conftraiint of R^ligion^ 
and Ignorance cannot digeflr its Principles* The 
Chtifiianity of the- many, fays one, is' no more 
ilhan accidentall ; I leav^ mine only to. Reflexion : 
This waa bis Talk! teftYeari ago.il.and yet. his 
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Reflexion is to come. Another, fbaking his Head, 
fays, I am a Chriftian, and really, not at all forry 
for my being fo ; after all, the meagre Abfttnence- 
Dilhes will not go down with me j l^lefh I muft 
have. As liove to play, I play ; and my Fortune 
allows me to play deep. A J^U > diverts me, a 
Play amufes me, and the Walks recreate me s fo to 
thofe Places I go : Sermons make me dull; I leave 
my Room there to others : A High Mafs never 
fails to tire me, and that as certamly brings on the 
HeUd-ach^ fo that it would be no lefs than Cruelty 
to force me to fuch an Attendance 4 befides^ that, 
Mafs is only for your low-liv'd People : Now, I3 
at three Quarters after Twelve, trip away to a Low 
Mafs, where there's the beft of Company 1 and 
this is delightfully convenient both for Time and 
Place, sa then People of Faihion begin to (how 
themfelves ; befides, in eight Minutes all is over* 
This muft be underftood of Feftivals and Sundays ; 
for what fignifies the other Days, when not a 
Soul is to be feen there ? At Vefpers I am fure to 
nod; and as that does not look fo well in a 
Church, I ftay at home. As for the SalutSj I do 
not wholly negledi; them, efpecially the genteel 
ones ; but thofe which are open to all, I own I 
execrate ; the curfed bruti(h Rabble are ready to 
tread you under Foot : Then I am extremely of- 
fended at ill Smells. It was well he introduced 
his Harangue with his being a Chriftian ; or^ I 
am fure, I never (hould have imputed fuch a Thing 
to him. 

I cannot but (tremble at the amazing Incogi- 
tancy of Chriftians, making no Scruple to rank 
the dangerous Subtilties of a well-managed^ Ne* 
gative of the Exiftence of God, among the ingcr 
nious' Exercifes of the Mind. Can thefe horrible 
Syllogifms ever do as much Good to Religion as 

they 
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they are known to have done Harm i It is from 
thefc fcholaftic Ventiktiond on Points of Faith 
that the firft Herefies fprung ; and the foppofititious 
Doubts of the Monks about the Detty gave Birth 
to Atheifm 5 and from their affeAcd Fr^V and -Con's 
it daily reoeives Nouriftmem^ to its dreadful In- 
creafe. Would It not have been better to have 
rcfted in the Safety of a fimple Faith, than affe£l 
the Charafter of Wit by doubting ? 

Aft: Ptter and Paul what God is, and they Join 
in tfce fame Anfwcr, to this Purpofe : 
\ He is the Spirit of Underftanding, which is 
holy, manifold, fubtile, moveable, aftive, with- 
out Spot, evident, not hurtfiil,^ioving the Good, 
penetrating, doing Good, kind, flable, infallible, 
almighty, feeing all Things, comprehending in 
itfelf all Things, and all Intelligences : Happy he 
who knows thus much,* and no more ! * 

Is it any particular Stroke of Grace which has 
brought Dorimon to abjure ? What am I to think 
of him, never feeing him at Worfliip, but at 
the Ro3ral Chapel, and there only in Court Hours j 
nor kneeling, but towards the King ? What God 
has DsrifPion hatched f for there is no Appearance 
of Religion in him, but in the King's Prefence.

After 
flying from the Dining-room into the Cellar, now 
you are fcampering to a Church : Blcfs me f What 
aib you? you look like a Ghoft : Run on ; away, 
and lay hold of fome Reliquary : Call upon fomc 
Saint : Make a huge Vow : Thruft both Hands 
into the Holy- water : Blefs me ! was there ever 
fuch a Tempeft ! I find a Thunder-clap preaches 
home to you : You had as good own, Arfems^

I wOQder they did not add, that 
hi3 ^ighner^.alfpcQPikff^nd^ .10 give himfelf the 
Trouble to eat and drink. ^ 

Were not the- Pcicoratiotis of Sculpture, the 
liuftre^ of Gilding^) and the Beauty of Pi^lur^ 
fufficient to diffipale our Thoughts, without th^ 
Addition of an enervate Muficf but this may, 
perhaps, he aa Exi^edient againft Wearifome* 
fiefs. 

To fay that the Duration 9/ our Paffiont is no mor$ 
in our Powtr than the Duration of our Lifoj is mak* 
ing Reformation an arduous Talk ; and placing 
Virtue on the Cred of a lofty Precipice* An 
EngUJhman^ bow^ev^r, reads the Maxim very calm- 
ly, the Thing appears to him quite feafible, and 
the Comparifon not at all overftrained. 

A narrow Inipedlion into the Way of rooting 
up the wicked Pailions, as praSifed by moft of 
thofe who give themfelvcs any Concern about the 
Matter, would incline us to think that DameNa«* 
ture, as Lady Paramount of all Hearts, had or-^ 
dered, upon pain of Death, that a good Number 
of Tillers, of all Kinds, (hould be left ftanding. 

However, the Paffioi^s (hoot up again to a con** 
fiderable Second-crop j and the Meadows of Folly 
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are often feen to want the Scythe, even lottg ato| 
the proper mowing Seafon. \ 

Among all the feveral Syftems in Vogue, there I 
are three more particularly pernicious to Virtue | 
and Society : The firft makes Vurtue and Vkel 
entirely dependant on Laws, and of themfelves if^ 
difFereAt : The fecond rejefts all future Rewards 
and Punifbments : This makes no Crime to be 
feared or avoided, but ^hat leads to the Gallows ; 
and no Virtue efteemed and obferved, which does ! 
not forward one's Drift, or carry Advantage with ^ 
it : The third, of worfe Confcquence t6 the State \ 
than to Individuals, reduces all Virtues to an in- 1 
adive Contemplation. 

The leaft impcrfeiSl Idea which may be given of ] 
the Delight which the Saints enjoy in the rrefencc 
of God,, may (if I may preftimc to fay (b) be ] 
taken from that of a paflionate Lover with his \ 
adored Miftrefs. Her Abfence appears to'me like 
a Purgatory fufficfcntly painful^ and her Frowns 
are no faint Sketch of- Hell. 

To give, only in Expeflation of Acknowledg- 
ment, that's Man's Way ; but to heap Benefits^ 
even on the Ungrateful, to prevent them, to do 
them good againft their Will, in this, O my God^ 
I behold thee : But who can imitate thee t 

It is not the lonely Carthufian or mortified Ca- 
puchin alone who are to acknowledge God and 
love him : By whom is he to be more praifed than 
by you, ye luxurious Senfualifl^Sj ye opulent 
Worldlings, for whom the Earth difplays her 
choiceft Produfts, who every Day riot in the 
moft exceffive Gratifications, and intoxicate your- 
felves with the Drink of Pleafure i Who might be 
expedled to love him more than you i 

o/ 
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AS 2l Chrlftian, I take upon me to iay, that, 
next to Religion, Honour bears the ^eateft 
3 way. in the World : As a Moralijll, I find myfelf 
obliged to own^ and without any unwarrantable 
Degradation of Religion, that Honour a£b more 
brclbly, fupplants it, and places itfelf in its Seat. 
Religion has indeed ftill fome faithful Adherents, 
rome. Volunteers in its Service; 1 applaud their 
Conftancy ; but how few are they \ Can I mjrfelf 
be certain diat I am abfolutely and folely guided 
by R^ligioa ? Another Clafe of Men, and a very 
cpnfiderable one it is, have contrived an Alliance, 
between the Service of Religion and that of Ho-. 
nour ; and, though in the immediate Pay of thei 
former, are direaed in all theijf Meafures by the. 
latter ; and no Wonder ; the'^Rewards and Dif-, 
tin£lions of the Hierarchy being at Honour's 
Pifpofal. 

In fome Cafes Honour is infeparably conneSed. 
with Religion ;: in others it fupports and enforces- 
it i and in too many it openly oppofes it, and 
fpurns at it with Contempt. 

In Theft, the Law of Honour and Religion is 
one arid the fame. 

The Ufurer and I^onopoltft may be known tO; 
be fucb, but are ijiot held infamous, till openly, 
punilhed : ,.Havc they the good Fortune to efcape 
Enquiry, or to buy^ themfclves ofF, their Daueh-. 
t^rs are courted by the warmeft Sticklers for Ho- 
nour. 

Honour upholds Religion^in Civil Life : 'Tis 
that only which fends the Muldcude to Church on 
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z Sunday^ as a Want of Employment iijiags them 
to Sermon on a Holiday, 

As to Duelling and Gallantry, Honour and Re- 
}ig;ion are quite at odds ; Bonoiir rejeds its Max- 
ims as dull and puHllanunous : They claih in To 
many Points, and agree in To few^ that betweea 
them the Mind is at a Stand. 

Honour aiTumes all the Privileges of the feveral 
Virtues, puts on their Garb, and is in Appear-* 
ance an AiTemblage of them : Its Principles and 
Proceedings are the fame : Were fiich its Views, 
it would be the very Creft of Virtue, as it is the 
Bafis. It requires a Facility and Elevatioa in 
Virtue, Candour in Intercouffe, and Politenefs in 
Deportment. 

The Virtaes for ^hich it ,declareai are all of eafy 
Pfafticc, tending chidfly'tQ 6ur. awn Advantage, 
and to cffftingutih us ftom the. Vulgar ; fo that 
they are near a-kin to Self-love. Has an Aftion 
the Icaft Varnilh 6f Grandeur or Gallantry on it, 
Honour ftands up for it, againff aJl the Kcfmon- 
ftrances and Appeals of Religion. If it requires 
Sincerity, 'tis only, the more to. footb Self-love: 
As what can be more galling th^n to be deteded 
and polled as a defigning Cfheat ? T^is npt Dif- 
ilmulation, but Lying that it forbids \ and^aa for its 
favourite Politenefs in Deportment, 'tis only ano- 
ther Compliment paid to Self-love. Our Pride, 
of itfelf, without Honour's layipg its Commands 
upon IIS, fuflicie^tly affefts ah external Polilh \ as 
hereby we take a Flight beyond all former Know- 
ledge, and pleiafe durfelves with the Imagination 
of being thought to converfc in higb Life : Here 
lies a Medium; but of which, it is not every one 
who is capable : Ridicule borders fo near upoii 
Politenefs, that the iSlip from, the one into the 
•tfter, is imperceptible i and many have long beea 
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known as Coxcombs, who, in theur ownEyec^ 
were no more than decently polite, 

Xhis iame Honour is, befides, vague and cApri* 
cious, without any fixed Rule , flufting and vary* 
ing with Circumftances. 

Honour, no leis than Religion, has its Temples 
and Attars ; its Apbftles and Minifters i its Mar- 
tyrs and Viftims, 

Says ^ Auguftu% to young Tartus^ come live with 
me, 1*11 be a rather to you ; my Wife fliall be a 
fond Mother ; my Son your Brother j and in my 
Daughters you (hall find fo many Sifters : My 
Servants Iball be at your Command \ and be .your 
Enemies who they vsrill, I'll ftand in the Gap 
againft them all : But oh, too credulous youog Man! 
How unhappy have been the Confequences \ his 
Suggeftions have been a Law to you. He com*. 
manded you to crofs the Sea ^ you did fo, without 
hefitating : He fent you almoft alone in the Midft 
of your numberlefs Enemies, who, to a Man, roie 
up againft you, and baffled your Attempts \ and with 
"what Difficulty did you efcape ? In a word, An^ 
gu/ius betrayed you ; and behold how foon has he . 
changed his Note ! Betake yourfelf, iays he, whi- 
ther you [deafe, I can harbour you no longer; 
Georgia ^ Fredtrick and 3 Francis will all fall upon 
me : The Fear of that outweighed all yourpatlMtic. 
Remonftrances of Honour and Religion : All you 
liave now to do, is to fet out immediately, or worfe 
may be&I you : What can you hope for after fuch an 
ahfiipt Defertion ? The Plav is over, and the Cur« 
eaiii dropped : Hafte oiFthe dtage ; flifle all Remem<* 
brance c^ tlie fplendid Schemes which fo lately 
i^o^ed your afpiring Heart : Serenely exchange the 
Adilitary Robe for the Shepherd's Coat, Inftead of 

^ King of France. * Kin^ of iPruiSa. ' The Einperon 
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MVemitiff ferocious Men, tend fubmiffive Sheep : 
Let the Branches of the Beach form a Canopy for 
thy Throne, and the Verdure of Nature fupply 
the Place of a Carpet : Take the Crook for thy 
Scepter j thy Courage, let it be levelled at the 
Wolves, and let your Flock be benefited by your 
exemplary Virtues. Hafte thee away then : Canft 
thou be infenfible that a Market is made of thee ? 
But if, in thy Flight, thine Enemies and Auguftus 
fhould come into thy Mind, beware of wifhing 
him any j rather thank him for not ufing you 
Worfe, 

There is no Heart which has not in it fomc 
Degree of Virtue ; thus we deteft a Villain, and 
pity the Misfortunes of an honefl: Man j but is it 
not when the firft is obliged to walk, and the latter 
has formerly kept his Coach ? * 

Of whofe Invention are the dark Alcoves, the 
double Curtains, and the private Clofets ? To 
what do we owe the Privacy of a back Stair-cafe ? 
What firft contrived the convenient Wardrobes ? 
or fecurdd the Doorr with Bolts ? Thefe are all 
owing to Honour : It is Honour too, which keeps 
fo ctefely fliut thofe fcandalous Recefles, where 
the lafcivious Paintings reprefent the Corruption 
of their Owner :' It is nothing but Honour which 
checks the foul Loquacity of die Cynic Diogenon j 
and were it not for Honour, a Monk would not 
be at the Trouble of difguifing himfelf in a Wo- 
man^'s Drefs, to ffeal the Sight of an Opera. . 

*T1s not an uniform Virtue, but the Conceal- 
ment of his Vices, which is Theodefmus'^s capital 
Concern. He openly compliments and trifles 
with Women, but is fure lo go no further with 
- any, whom he cannot truft as well as himfelf. 
He may be called a Sounder. N^rinoy Thijbey nor 
j/^jajia are the Women for him i dne is too viva- 
I cious. 



ciotis, the other two indifcreet ; the whole three 
if^capable of Condu(3 and Secrecy ; but Jfpafia 
he has by degrees fo modelled, th^t be already 
ventures on a private Regale wuh her ; yet he 
only fees her cland^fti^e^y,. ilealing . to her in the 
Dtiflc ; and when once within Doors, all mud be 
clp/ed ; every Door fbut and double bolced ; and 
not a Curtain left jundrawn : Here's Precaution 
with a Witnefs I yet nothings lefs will do for 
Honour. 

It was commonly remarked about fifty Years 
ago, on fome Fribbles of that Time, that nothing 
was wanting' but £ar-ring& to maJce Women ef 
them. But this has been fuperfeded by i^ man/ 
others, which ^lave again difappeared with the Va- 
pours, that fpmetimes I am inclined to doubt 
whether even Lying- in, be an infallible Criterion. 

Not a few Vices have been ufhered into Vogue 
by Honour, under all the Pomp , and Dignity of 
Virtue, infamuch, that it muil be a keen Pifcertv- 
ment which dete(^s the. pifguife; tbefe ar^ all jo- 
cund, fightly Vices, figuring with. fuch Virti^s as 
are ho more thaa Viees artfully tricked up, and 
entirely owe their Currency to their Allurements 
and Cionveniency. 

What becomes of Honour and Probity at pri- 
vate Entertanniems, at the Gaming- Table, at the 
Xbeatres, and other public Piverfipos ? 

AH Virtues are Jiot like beautiful . Women ; 
were th^y flripped, they would make a ftrange 
Figure: How frightful would many of them ap- 
pear ! 

Here's one in high Charafier for Virtue \ but on 
^R^hat Grounds! he put the , Spies on a wrong 
Scent, or. conducts his Iiitrigues with impet|etrable 
Addrefles ; or, he mij owe it to the DiiSpations . 
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ef his NeighboiiiSy or the Dlfcretion of his Com- 
fideats. 

So elevated is Virtue, that it raifes a Man to 
whatever he can be above what he is ; whefta^ 
Vice tarniflits the Liiftre of a Thr<tee^ and de« 
gradei the comtpf Monarch evefl beneath fhe vlr*- 
tuous Lackey* Will !rnoral> Virtues ftand theTeft 
. without the Chriftiah i Whatever Is ridicutotis we 
carefully avoid ; vicious Habits we eafily adopt. 
It was a Taflc becomiAg the antienc G^titrj to 
labour to faring to light the Preadainites out of 
nothing { it diverts me extremely to fee fime 'of 
them carrying their Pedigree fo fai" ; btit why 
fhould I blame ehem f prebkbly^ it ii^as from fid- 
thirig they rprung. 

Says a Friend, Ttrma is a Star of the firft Mag- 
nitu«te in the Spheie of Laming ; if you have 1 • 
Mind, ril give yon a Sight of "htm To-m6rrdW' ; 
1 kiiow a Houfis where he is to be feeh t Softly, J 
am iat « Lofi : I>) you n^eaif feme fltangd Cri^*' 
ture? W*yj tioj I am talking of that Prodigy of 
Erudition' Tir^iw, anfwers my Friend : Oh I ^ 
on then. Welt, are yoa for feeing him To-nlor- 
row?

It is 
known your are courted, hired and rewarded, be- 
yond the moft virtuous Services : The modera 
Bagoas^s are neither Eunuchs nor Slaves.;

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D^ GngPs Wit would never have been queftion- 
ed, had he fpared hlmfelf the printing of a Book 
with nothing extraordinary in it but the Ridicu- 
loufnefs : The only Way now left to fave his Cha- 
rafter, is to fpare no Pains nor Coft to get in all 
the Copies. 

I fee another Work, of which the Scope is to 
inform me, that the Directions of Superiors muft 
be the Ruk of a confcientious Obedience to God :

latter. 

Whatever may be the Reputation of fome Men, 
in female Concerns three Fourths of them, at 
leaft, may thank the Difcretion of thofe Women 
who make them their Doating- pieces : Really^ 
Gentlemen-Fribbles, this is a very poor Founda- 
tion to value yourfelves upon ; methinks the Sight 
of a Cock- Sparrow fliould ftrike you dumb. 

Cimon fits down perfectly eafy with only the 
Charafter of a worthy Man ; and in all Confci- 
cnce, it is more than he deferves ; his Tenure 
lifcewife is none of the beft : Take away fome 
roodifli Vice^, and others artfully varniftied, and 
there's the. Bulk of his Merit gone: He has, in^ 
deed, a commanding Air of Sufficiency, fupported 
betwixt Self- Fondnefs and Contempt of others : 
Then there's a Coach, and fome flucStuating Hun- 
dreds a Year, which, of right, (hould be difperfed 
among a Score of paffive Creditors : And what i** 
E 3 tb 
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there in all tbis^ that he muft be cried up as a 
Nonpareillc? 

If Marius is at the Head of the Republic's 
Forces, what is that to you» Sylla^ if you only ia- 
tend' the public Good ? Was it ever better de- 

^ fended, and evert promoted^ than by him? E\^ery 
body allows your Bravery, Magnahimity arid Ca- 
pacity ; yet what can you yoiirfelf do more ? He 
has forced the ftrongeft Towns to open their 
Gates, ahd the fierceft Enemies to turn their 
Backs : Is there any thing, Sylhy you would have

he takes fufEclent Care not be reproached with 

the like Facility. His Lady never is feen at any 

public place but under his Wing : - If ever he 

(peaks to her, 'tis to fel before her the Indifcre- 

tion of herSifters, and the Levity of her Mother, 

> fure to, clofe with a folemn Admonition to be as 

unliJfe them as poffible. If this be the Way to 

ma:ke her virtuous, fo much the better for oiem 

both ; one Thing it may probably do, Flavia will 

be more cautious, if not more virtuous,, than her 

Mother and Sifters, who indeed have grofly ex* 

pofcd themfelves. Poor Fiavius ! will the Cry be ; 

no, no, his worft Sore, what galls him moft, is

Not above four ihort 
leagues ; and perhaps much lefs. Half a certain 
Fauxbourg is fail afleep, when .the Poht-neuf is all 
alive ; at St. Dennis you rife, when in a Part of 
the Marais 'tis but juft Bed-time. Sometimes a 
thin Partition only feparates a Shop from a 
Palace.

bitual Scnfuallty, no vigorous Efforts, no obftinate 
Rcfiftance, is to be expected from him agalnft the 
Temptef.

The Careffes of a lovely lAfopaan dlo much more 
Hurt than all the Clamours of the Obftreperous«. 
The latter I grant to be infupportable, yet is the- 
Sotcmex moft to be feared:. From her all Vices arc 
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derived | (he is the Engine of all Misfortunes ; 
and to be the Hufband of fuch a one make$ the 
€afc worfe ; Duty and Religion fo linking us to her 
Carefles, that they cannot be fhunned or eluded 
mthout a Kind of Crime. . . 

A fine Woman, beloved, and ungovernable, 
ivith a Spirit difdaining the Curb of Reafon, what 
a Scourge I what a Curfe! what an Evil ! what 
a Summum Malum ! even to the worthieft Man \ 
and the more he is (o^ the nM>re is be to b€ 
piiied» 
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Of Marriage. 

THE foregoing Definitions fecm not im- 
properly to introduce that State which is 
their natural Center : No where are they both 
more confpicuous than in Marriage. 

How delightful is the Idea of an Union, en* 
tered into under the Aufpices of Religion and 
Reafon^ cemented by a Similarity of Tempers, 
Proportion of Ages, and Equality of Conditions, 
and cherifhed by mutual Complacencies ! This is 
indeed a Source of true Good* 

What a wild Profpeft arifes from a Marriage 
where Interdl or Paffioii joined the Hands, where 
jarring Sentiments alienate the Hearts, and which 
mutu^ Ne^eSs difiblve : Here is the Torrent of 
true Evil. 

It is not good, we are told^ that Man fliould 
be alone ; an Helpmeet was therefore provided for 
him^ 

No Condition for a Manfeems more natural 
than that of Marriage ; 'tis thefole End for which 
bis whole Frame and Texture feem calculated ; 
all his Senfes, with an imperceptible Violence, 
draw him to this Union : There is confequently 
no State which is civiUy entitled to more Efteem 
and Honour, yet of all perhaps it meets with the 
leaft. This Difparagement is owing to the Spread 
of Debauchery, which has eclipfed its Dignity, 
and decried it as a Gulpb of inevitable Dangers \ 
thus, being dreaded, it is defpifed and Aunned. 

A 
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A miftakcn Vanity often puts us to a great deal 
of Trouble, which, for our Intcreft, might be 
better fparcd. The rich Man is for having the 
World know the utmoft of it : With what Rap- 
ture does he compute the Rents of his Farms, or 
the Interefts of bis Stocks .! His Hpufe is never 
quiet from Entertainments, only to make the 
Parade of his Plate ; and all the Uuefts muft fee 
his curious Clofet, that they may take Notice of 
his ftrong Box. Thus, inconfiderately opening fo 
many Inlets to Envy, know, thou vain Creature, 
that if thou haft a Daughter, thou'lt quickly be 
obftded by Suitors, and flie incircled by Adorers ; 
or, if a Son, he's the general Mark ; Rhoe and 
the young Ducbefe are at Daggers drav^ing abftut 
hini ; the Aflreffesare in a Flutter, and counter- 
mining each other j happy that Girl to whom he 
• profcfles Courtlhip : He. is fioipered at in the 
Walks J not a Mother but compliments him with 
_the ^Ibgw-cbair and the Upper End of the Table, 
>hd,. withdraw to give their Daughters the fairer 
- ?lay to' make the moft of themfelves, and he to 
make what he pleafes of them ; and all he does is 
Yto difappoint hearty Lovers, who wifhed for no- 
thing more than joining Iflue, and to fpoil many 
a good Match ; and at length my Spark is charm- 
ed,, fixed, fettered and captivated by Jgatha j 
now, thank your Oftentation for fuch a Daughter- 
in law. Nor don't imagine yourfelf made Amends 
by your Son-in-law 5 the high-born Deiphobus 
vouchfafes to give his Hand to your Daughter, in 

freat want of that Million which is to be her 
ortion : If he admits her to his Bed the firft 
Night, 'tis not fo much from Duty, Religion or 
Ix>ve, as from a vicious Appetite ; a R^fe is a 
Rofe, wherefoeverit happens to grow ; though it 
fprang from a Dunghil, betwixt a Cucumber and 
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«a Toadftooly fiill is it a Flower beautiful and 
charming, an OhjeSt of Delight; I mean only 
for a Day. It is an ephemeran Tafte, without a To- 
morrow, extinguimed in the Gratification, like 
that be had for Thais and Palagioy two Girls pf 
the Town, whom he followed only to be talked 
of, and foon after turned them upon the Street. 
If Deiphobus happens to call to mind, once in 
his Life, that be is your Son-in-law, and that 
your Daughter is his Wife, 'tis in your Prefencc, 
and no lels than a thoufand Pieces is the Purchafe 
of one Night's conjugal Duty : Hard is this Fate 
of lyour Daughter, that you cannot daily afford 
fuch Mementoes of his Duty ; he remembers no- 
thing of it I he will not ; there muft be fuch ano- 
ther Offer to refrelh his Memory. 

Oftentation may be faid to be a Bait for Ene- 
mies ; we are poffibly in no Danger of a rapacious 
Son-in law, or of a lewd and lavifh Daughter- 
in-law ; yet, let us not fancy ourfelves out of tbe 
Rt*ach of all Harm : The Inftruments of Envy are 
without Number : Imagine only thp Havock of a 
La^v fuit, can you think of it without ihuddering ! 

Marriages ara often faid to be appointed in 
Heaven, before they are contrafted on Earth. But 
how, as a Chriftian, can I believe fo ? for, fcarcc 
are a Couple come together, than they, begin to 
fee, and manifefl to the World, that they are ut- 
terly mifmatched, clafhing in Sentiments and In- 
clinations ; fomething beyond Indifference \ s^ 
Contempt for each other : Can bountiful Heaven 
have any Hand in this? No, 'tis that there is 
not at mofl one Marriage in fix, where the 
Purfe, and a hot Fit of Paffion, are not more 
attended to^ than Religion and a rational Hap* 
pinefs. 
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Jtgathccles has for thcfc five Years prided him- 
felf in Iseing every Fair One*s humWe Servant j 
the Hu(band's Terror, the Lover's Rival, and the 
young Widow's Relief; if he was conftant for a 
Week, 'twas widi an Objefl: whofe Charms had 
all the Advantage of the Bloom of Yo^th, If 
ever he dropped a Look upon a Woman of twenty- 
'five, *twas but by way of Interlude, without any 
Attachment. He is reported to have had a Tariff 
from fifteen and under to. twenty, and from which 
he never departed, not fo much as for Frolic i and 
fo prailifed was he herein, that there was no de- 
ceiving him J he had attained to fuch a Precifion 
in Phyfiognomy, that, under all the Daubery of 
Paim, and the Difguife of Art, he could read flie 
Date of the Regifter. At the Name of a Woman 
of thirty he was feized with a Qualm: What a 

Life has he led the poor Vicountefs D , for 

having in her twenty-feventh Year taken upon 
her to mention his Name fomething myfterioufly ? 
and not only fo,..but carried her AfFecftation fo far 
as to clap her Fan over her Face, as if "flle'Wulhed 
in naming him : Did net he alfo deluge the Town 
and Court with his Banters on a certain Prefideiit*s 
underfized Lady, who, though turned of thirty, 
had forfooth, as he ufed to fay, the Effrontery to 
pitch upon me to be the Tool of bringing her 
' into Play again; fcandaloufly fpreading about, to 
the infinite Prejudice of my CharaSer, that flic 
had a Rendezvous with me. 

This extreme Nicety of AgathocUsy in point of 
Age, made it be concluded that he would never 
marry, or that nothing under one of the three 
Graces could induce him to it : yet, married he is, 
but to whom?

On the Wed- 
ding Day the doating Creature had the Folly to 
fancy herfelf an Objeft of Love, and. the next 
Day he was furfeited with Teazings about the Fi- 
delity and Fondnefs (he required of him. Poor 
Man ! fay you ; 'twill coft him many a hard 
Struggle to be a eood Hufband.

Let Jgathodes alone s 
he knows what Game he has to play, and that it 
will cofl: him nothing, if he does not fet up for Sin-

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well, know then that Crater is rather, the Wife's 

Gallant, than the Hulband's Friend. —-By an 

unexpefled Turn of Fortune, ASitorf^ Effefts 
were in* Danger of being feized ; this coming to 
Crafer^s Knowledge, who had been a long Time 
in Love with A5ieori% Wife, and waiting only for 
an Opportunity to break the Matter to her, was 
not wanting to lay hold of the prefent Exigency, 
and drove away to make Atlem a fincere Offer of 
any thing within his Power : Under* all his Em- 
barraffments, the Hufband dares not accept it ; but 
the Wife was more condefcending to Crater^s 
feeming Generofity ; to her it was that all was 
given, and from her he likewife has received all. 
She took upon herfelf to repay fuch a fignal Favour, 
and has thefe ten Years been daily difcharging it 
with a Punftuality and Good-will, of which £he 
is not the only Inftance. Crater is every Day at 
Ailewl%^ who cannot fup without him ; he is his 
beft Friend, the moft agreeable generous Man;

With all our Kindnefe^ we are too . often 
found to be only paa^iering Ingratitude : If fome 
grow tired with giving, it is a Pain to otbens to 
be known to receive. To invei^ i^ainft tin* 
grateful Perfons is only an Air, cither to be thought 
capable of doing Good, or to palliate . our Want 
of Humanity ^ as to Benefactors, they are feldom 
mentioned, it being an Acknowledgment, that 
we have been obliged to apply to them } and our 
Pride will not bear our Neceffities to be made a 
Table-talk of. 

Ingratitude, however, feems warranted by the 
Benefaftors themfelvcs : they beftow with fo much 
Bs^enefs, the fell they leaft Favour at fo high a 
Rate, and with fuch mortifying Circumftances, that 
it is little to be wonderM if the Perfons obliged, 
receive them with a fuitable Di%uft, and both de- 
fpife and deteft fuch infulting Patrons. 

To a Heart indued with rational and generous 
Sentiments, Gratitude is a pleafing Duty } but it 
is with great Difficulty that Selt-Love is brought 
to any Senfe of a Kindnefs, Chu' beftowed in the 
moft engaging Manner. 

*' Happy the Man who is capable of giving a 
deal of Happinefs, fays one, in making Thoufands 
of ungrateful Perfons : " And I ftill fay, it is invalu- 
able in him, if, among ten thoufami Benefits one 
lights OH a worthy Man. 

Jvarhm and GripardQ were Brothers in Ini- 
'luity J from petty Clerks UieytQund Means t^ 

buy 
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buy DtT68hT(hiip§ in the feme Apartm^tsj what 
wkh under^ferming the T^xe$, and other Dexte- 
rities, they have nnlde tJidr Way to overgrown 
Fortunesi. Their Methods of Embe^zlcmerftsi 
Frauds and Oppeffions exa6tly tattiex] ; they con* 
c^Vssd them togeAer ; ' <b that they who curfed 
them, thought that Avarims and Gripurda were 
linked together in a. perpetual Confederacy; The 
former gives a Hint of a Scheme for new Duties^ 
and the other having wormed him oot of the Sev 
c*et, applies himfeif Night and Day to reduced it 
iikto a fpeclous Plan : It is laid before the Council^ 
and pafies wkhoat Avarinus knowing any thing of 
•the Matter, till the Edid betr^s Qripard$'% Hy-^ 
poerify. Avarims is bent on Revenge, though it 
may fall upon his own Head ; he delivers in Me- 
morial uj^on Memorial againft him. Oh I In** 
tereft ! 'tis thou which giveil and takeft away our 
Friends! 

Do you complain that, for ten Days pad, Jgapa 
has not been near you ^ that you might have been 
in your Grave for any Care of him 3 and that you 
are at a Lofs whether he be living or dead ; the 
public Places alfo where he was ever diftinguifhed 
by the refpe^lable Appellation of agreeabli^ mourn 
his Abfence ; they find fuch a Want of him, that 
Meiiages are fent to his Hotel : He's out, anfwers 
the churlifli Porter; yes, he is out even for hi« 
darling Herfilia^ his charming Night-Companion 
at his Box ; or for Dercette^ whom he inveigled 
to play loofe with the young Duke, who for her 
fake is driving to Poverty as^faft as ever did fond 
Cull for a lavifh mercenary Strumpet. What 
can induce him thus to ' withdraw from his Ac- 
quaintance, among whom he was fo much ho* 
noured ?

At his 
Return into the Wbrld be is in a perfeft Extafy^ and 
fo is every body upon an extraordinary Succcfs, Hke 
bis : The Sleeve at Jaft hits bis Tafie, and * the 
Plaits quite degagi ; be puts on tbe wondierful^Sutt^ 
the Fruit of fo much Trouble ^d Contrivance^; 
he views himfelf with Exultation \ his Heart dt-- 
lates ; he anticipates with Rapture the Surprize of 
his Acquaintance at his exquifite Invention, and 
the Compliments he experts on fo curious ^ .Di£* 
play of his, eminent .Talents : Hemakea theT^aur 
of all public Places, from the ThuiUerus .to -tbe 
Breakfafting-Gardens, to (how himfelf; and 'tis 
not to fee the new Adrcfs, fo nuich talked of, 
chat he goes to the Play, but to have his Sleeve 
and Plaits admired. He makes himfelf merry widi 
the Drefs of his Acquaintance, till they themfelves 
grow out of Conceit with it ; they think them- 
felves no more tban cloathed, and one and all 
keep Houfe till by a Taylor's Diligence and In- 
genuity they are fitted to appear abroad. What a 
valuable Friend is /fgapet^ efteemed, for giving 
Patterns of fuch a furpaliing Piece of Taylorfliip ! 

All that a Woman minds in a Man are mtre 
Acceflaries j 'tis the Face or Legs .which take 
with them j as for Wit, if it be but jocular, 
't will do for them : the Heart is what they fel- 
i}om mind, and in that Nothing but Love. Is

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Man'g 'EiUm^te of himfdf more agreeable to 
Wtfdom, more attenrive to true Merit? the 
coarfcr Vices are odioufe ; but as to Irregularity 
of Coiidud^ SftlKes of Libertinifm, dn abrtipt Car- 
ria^y they are de?iberate!y indulged ; by many ac- 
couhtcd Marks of Spirit, and if a Thought hap- 
pens toJ)e bcftowedupon the Heart, the main, ^e- 
iiuifite is- CompHftnce in Abundance; of Probity, 
no more than will fecure a Perfon from being the 
Tool and Jeft of his Acquaintance. 

Where is the WonJer that Intereft, Ambition, 
or Jeilodfy ftaH fnap afunder the Connexions a- 
nidrtg Men of the World? that a faftiionable 
Friend (liould take the Wife's Security for the 
good Turns he docs the Hufband ? it is daily feen : 
But is Chriftian Charity more refined, more de-

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jellj frank Curatt was the Man for her Grace, and 
ibe appoints him her Diredor, her ConfTdent and 
her Friend r Women, are for Men of oniVerfai 
Abilities* Theodubu finding bimfeif feieflaHTd In 
{q good a Caftomer^ not only Jifehacges the Curate, 
hut the mare efFe£baUy to ruin him, fpirits up his 
ikar Daughters to fecond his Revenge ; and nothing 
could have favcd him but the vigorous^ Inteipo- 
fition of his iiluftrious Difcipl^ 

Eudoxus was never well without CaliiduSf and 
no Love was loft : They were brought up together 
in the fame School ; they met again in the fame Se- 
minary; they were tonfuratcd on the"; fame D^, 
and after maintaining together their forbonnical 
Thefis, had been at one and the feme Time inr 
veiled with the Hood.. Eudo^us^ whofe Intereft 
was confiderable, having timely notice of a vacant 
Living, flies to his dear CaliiJus and acquainting 
him with the Name and Value of it, and by what 
means he is fure to ftep into it, hurries back again 
as faft as he came. CaUidus immediately tak^ the 
Field, and turning Eudsxus's Information againft 
him, obtains the Benefice ; and now this vile Sup- 
planter flays at Court, only to infuit with a more 
public Oflentation over the Cc^fidence of his un- 
fufpediing Friend. 

He who cannot conceal his Deiigns, and wants 
the Talents necefiary to pufh them, has the Choice 
cither to be deceived or to pine away in Defpair. 

Nicandgr v^as pailionately in Love with Jglaura^ 
but could not bring himfelf to afk her Parents Con- 
fent. Be eafy, fays Phorbas his Friend of ten Years 
.flanding. Til be your Negotiator. Nicander bugs 
himfelf at being in fuch good Hands ; as Pherhas is 
indeed a confefied Mafier in the Art of Perfuafion : 
;be is ib^ and gives a fubflantial Pi:oof of it; for

Wfeat a Deception 'ditJ Sampfin meet -mth by his 
Wife J ibe; firft cajbled him oat of the Explanation 
of thd Riddlei^ which he had pur to- the young 
M^n, let them into the Secret, and then married 
one. of them, a particular Friend of her Hufband's,

Paflion for. the ^lovely Tthamar ; as he faw her every 
.Day, the Efxcds <rf bis AfFeaion deprived him 
of his Health I ihc was a Virgin, and an Oppor- 
itunity of gratifying his Defires was difficult to be 
laet witfe jvbut Jonadah^ a trufty Friend of his, 
^perceiving his dcje^ed Countenance, My Lord, 
.fays ho, how comes it that you are fo fallen away^ 
anay I know the Caufe of fuch an Alteration? I 
ram in Love, faid Jmnm^ with Thamar^ my Brother 
Abfakm'^ Sifter: Lie down then upon your Bed, 
anfwered Jonadab, and feign yourfelf ill j and when 
the King your Father comes to vifit you, defire of 
him that Thttmar may prepare you Food, that you 
in^eat at her Hand : jtmnm took the bafe/ Ad- 
vice; znd David was prevailed on to fend her to 
him 5 fee came, and found him by his own Con- 
.trivance alone in his Bed-chamber, where fee fell 
an unwilling Sacrifice to his brutal Defircs. 

The . execrable Race of the Jonadabs is not yet 
extinguifeed j our Eyes have (^n the moft horrid 
Effefts of their Machinations : Too many Friends 
are impious Tools,' Workers of Iniquity, Go-be- 
tweens in Inceft and Adultery. Do not ye find 
them fuch, ye Nobies of the Age, whofe Hands arc 
full of Gifts f No Jmnm need ever want a %• 
nadab. '

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Do our Times afford fuch Frknda as David and 
yonathan? The Prince fees Damd^ a mean bom 
Stranger, entering Jerufokm in Triiunpb, aad ap* 
plauded as the Deliverer of his Coimtrjr ; and lb 
far from entertaining any bafe Jeaknify of his Cou«- 
rage or Popularity^ he immediately joins in an 
affefiionate Fricndfhip with him ; transforms, as it 
were, his new Friend into himfelf ; puts on bioft 
his.Cloaths, his Armour, his Belt, and his^word : 
The Soul of Jonathan was infeparable from the 
Soul of David I the malignant Indignation of 
King Saul his Father, cannot intimdate 3^*«- 
ihan^& Friendfhip ; he ventures to inform Jbavid 
of any Defigns againft him ; and when drove from 
Court, the generous Prince ufes all his Intereft 
to have him recalled ; and even when Baul was for 
piercing David with a Javelin, Jonathan threw 
himfelf in the Way to ward off tlve Stroke. Ye 
nnodern Friends, produce Inftanccs like thefcl 
David^ wearied out at laft with fuch relentlefs Per- 
fecutions, refolves to go over to the Philj/tinis : At 
this farewel, Jonathan^ amidft the Perturbations 
which on fuch melancholy Occafions true Friends 
powerfully feel, transfer to him his Right to' the 
Crown, and protefis that It would give him more 
Pleafure to be fecond to David than to be his 
Superior.

higher Efteem of him : I won't fay, continues he, 
that I have not wherewith j Money, Thanks be to 
Heaven I have, and as much as in my private Way 
of living is neceflary ; but it is not my own : I hold 
it of God no more than as a Truftee for my Chil- 
dren^ and moft be accountable to him ; it would be 
Uhpjuft and impious in me to ufe it according to my 
own Temper, which leads me to ftand every body's 
Friend \ had you aflced me any thing at my own 
difpofal, my Duty woiild have obliged me inftantly 
to comply : But as to this, it is not to be thought 
of} however, let our Friendfliip he ftill the fame: 
The Bell rings in — excufe me — a happy Delive- 
rance ! fays Theophilus ; and leaving his Friend all 
in a Maze, hobbles along to Church, where pof- 
fibly he will thank God that he held out againft 
Charity.

himfelf ; it is from among them only he cbufes. bis

'tis thro' Fear or Intereft, and even then 'tis, not 
with that fportive Cordiality which he ufes towards 
his Ec^uals.

Such a one we are often aiTured is tall, well- 
Ihaped, handfome, and rich; and all this is pre- 
cMcly what ts not worth knowing. Is he the worthy 
Man ? Here no Anfwer is to be expefled ; and in- 
deed ten thoufand Livres per Annum make fuch 
Queftions impertinent. 

I fliould be apt to tike Diphslus for a Broker; 
never without a Score of Rings on his Fingers 5 and 
whilftwrthin the Sbund of half a Dozen Clocks, 
two or three Watches muft be exhibited from his 
Pocket to fee how Time goes. He never offefs you 
the fame Snufi^Box twice •, what then is this Diphi'- 
Jus ?

!^our Eyes fparkle, your Complexion frefh and 
ively. Don't let thefe Advantages flip. Now 
take your Pencil. What an Alteration ! I fee 
your Countenance dulled by a reftlefs Night; a 
violent Hcadach has given you a heavy Look; 
your Face is bloated ; you are quite another Man» 
Can there be a more lucky Inftant to have a Picture 
without Likenefs ? Away to your Rival,; pay hiin . 
hand fomely,. and make your felf fiill worfe; never 
gipuJgc Money to get a Name. 

Dtliinguiih'd Merit, is really an Incumbrance; 
but very few are other wife incurnbercd with it» 
than like the Whinifical with their imaginary Di* . 
ftempers. 

What is M'.iit? With Women, a handfome 
Perfonj PoU eiicio, Gaiety, and Generofity. With 
Men, the VV oman of Merit is Ihe . who to a 
pretty Face adds Sprightlmefs, Wit, and fome / 
Difcretion ; but the latter we muft often difpenfe 

with. 
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with. WTiat is true Merit in both Sexes? 'Tis a 
Purity of Morals, and Juftnefs of Sentiments, 
Sweetnefs of Manners, Knowledge of one's Self 
and the World, a fojid and regular Piety, feafoned 
i^th an Attention to Decency, and a benevolent 
f^leem of others. 

Large Salaries are fettled upon a Singeri, a Dan- 
cer 5 a Pantomime and Harlequin have the beft of 
AVages. Princes emj one another fuch Performers ; 
they entice and buy them off from each other. How 
fares the Man of real Worth all this Time ? What 
is done for the good Chriftian ? Why let him 
live upon hisGoodnefs; for indeed what can be 
made of him ? Is he neither Treble, Bafe, nor 
Tenor? Can he fo much as cut a Caper? What 
Drollery is he Mafter of? What Sort of Faces can 
he wake? Does he unde^ftand Mimickry ? No, but 
he is a wordiy Man ; on that very Account he is 
fometimes more ridiculous j you fee then he is fit 
for nothing. 

• What great Things might not be expeaed by a 
Man of Courage, a vaft Compafs of Learning, 
and a foitable Reputation ? yet often all won't do; 
and fometimes it is too much. In the firft Cafe, a 
Patron can't be found; and in the fecond none 
will be fo, left the Scale fliould be turned upori 
him. Great Merit fometimes proves a great Ob- 
flacle, even to getting but an ordinary Employ- 
ment; but thefe Obftacles, to the Credit of the 
Age be it fpoken, are not very freqaently met 
with. 

TherWay to be preferred— I dare not tdl it; 
there is no need I Chould. If any can be ignorant 
of it, let them look up to thofe in Favour. 

A fortunate Foreigner has brought the Pleafurc of 
Patronage to an extreme low Ebb, 
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If it be aikedf what are the Ingredients for mak- 
ing a great Man? I anAver, Geniud, Courage, 
and every mond Qoaltty^ good Fottune and bad, 
and Exile. 

Wit, good Senfe, and Paorte^ ' are obfi>}ete Re- 
commendations at Court ; 'tis not by them a Mitfi 
will ftand his ^Ground there ; \rfiilft the nominal 
Buffoon, or the Fool, has Accefi every where, is 
countenanced, and lives to his Heart's Deiire. But 
fuppofe it to be no more than feigned, ivho is then 
the Fool, he who only afls it, or he who thinlcs 
him fuch ? 

There are two Roads to Pi eferment, Inte^eft and 
Pleafure ; chufe either of them, for yoa'H foon find 
the Neceflky of ftriking out of one into the other, 
in order to arrive at your Journey's End, 

Favour, purchafed by a ferviJc Compfeiiance to 
the Great, is little better than a Carnaval Spgar-^ 
Plumb } the Sugar fijon diflfolves, said ilien'the Or- 
pin fets the Mouth on fire. - 

A Miniftcr often remains under IXfgrace, for no 
other Caufe than that his Sovereign cannot ftoop 
to ow» himfelf in the wrong ; and may not another 
owe the Continuance of his Favour to the fame pi- 
tiful Pride ? 

The beft Compenfation of a Minifter's IMfgrade 
is the public Concern at it 5 his Replacement couM 
not do him half the Honour. 

How many Minifters, whofe Names had been 
buried in Oblivion, but for the fuperior injuries they 
had the Power of difpenfing ? 
; Minifters are to Princxs hke Spe^ftstcles to an old 
Man, theNcceffity of ufingthem is a Misfortune; 
and often, inftead of affifting die Sight, the very 
De{tgn of ttera, they fcrve only to obfcure and 
confound it.

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To drain a Province of Pfovifioasy that Plkkty 
may afterwairds be rcftored by his Care^ fs ah 
airikward Service in a Miviihst^ 'tis fuch sin ap- 
parent Fallacy, fuch a low-thoughted Tricky that 
none but a Partizan cauM be tfaou^ capable 
of it. 

Xo pillage a Houfe with open Violence at Noon 
IDay» and thro' tbe Street Door, and at Night to 
throw Part of the Plunder back again over the 
"Walls, may jTeem to you an ASt of Bounty ; but 
the Owners think themfelvs little obliged by fuch a 
Return, nor perceive the leaft Merit in it. 

A Dearth is the critical Minute betwixt King 

and People; he may have a rare Bargain of them s 

and in Politicks* aa in Love, this fortunate In* 

^ ftant muft not be forwarded, but left to Time and 

Circumftances. 

Upon the Deceafe of a great Man, even were 
we in Intimacy, with him, what goes neareft our 
Heart is, that we do not fill his Vacancies ; or what 
18 worfe, that they aire filled by thofe from whom 
we have nothing to expefl:. 

Upon the firft Notice of the Prince's Death, the 
gh Courtier turns to pay Homage to his Succeflbr ; but 
let him here be a little cautious, and be firft certain 
that the dead Prince is aftuafly fo ; for upon a Re- 
covery, we arc not cafily apt to forgive thofe who 
chufe to believe us dead. Cajtelh^ to this Day, 
bites his. Nails for being ovcrhafty. 

The Virtues of the Great are leffened by Di* 
ftance, and feen by very few but thofe about them ; 
if a Oleam chance to reach the Town, 'tis thro' 
the Refradions of the Courtiers, which fddom 
ihew the Object in its original Qearnefs ; but as 
to their Faults, the Telefcope is reverfed ; at Court 
they are fcarce vifible, but Abroad the f«ne Re* 
fradion caufes them to appear odious and frightful. 
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andreprefents the Atom to the People as big as a 
Worid. 

As the Inacceflibility of the Court is noTreferva- 
tlve to the People, againft the Contagions of its 
Vices, allow them free Admittance j and if there 
be free Virtue in a Court, they may improve by 
fuch fplendid Patterns. 

Whether in Good or Evil, the great ones arc 
both the Authors and Aftors of the Play, but the 
Commonalty often traftfpofe it. 

The amorous' Poliio flips from Box to Box, feips 
up to the Pidgeon-Holes, and from thence behind 
tiie Scenes, whifpers the AftrefTes, grazes Clarma*s 
Vermillion, and pafles his Lips along Rof alto's 
Cheek. The Eyes of the Pit are all this Time upon . 
him ; was ever Man fo befotted with Women, fay 
they 5 but in Reality, who could ever imagine that 
he has not the leaft Fondnefs for them ; and that if 

he ruined himfelf with M , it was out of mer^ 

Vanity ? Shall the Man of Quality confine himfelf 
to his Wife ? a fine Thing indeed ! Where then 
would be the Difference between him and his Taylor ? 

y^rvaijB is at the Head of a populous City, re- 
quiring all his Care, his whole Time would fcarcely 
be fufficient for a proper Attention to its Welfare ; 
yet can he find fpare Hours to retire to a Convent, 
and there make Francffcafi Cords. How bleft muft 
a People be under a Governor, who takes upon 
bim fo devout an Employment ? What a Conve- 
nience is here for Citizens, religious enough, to 
initiate their Children ? Their Lot may be faid to be 
caft in good Ground. 

Is a new A<5lrefs to perform ? Then Polemiftus^ 
is at the Houfc. He thinks his Prefence of bo 
left Importance than her own. He leads the Clap, 
and pays her the firft Compliment on what he has 

not 
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not heard ^ Sentence of for the wlwfe Time; he'? 
here and there, . and every where. He makes his 
-Appearance on the Stage itfdf in (uch 9 Manner, 
tliat any one who did oot know him would think 
he was. going to fpeak» apd expe£i: to fee the Part 
of a Cox(^onvB qx a Wrongh^ad aifted to Perfec- 
tion. 

One would be apt to imagine that fome great 
!Men fpeak only by ftarts, at moft but twice a Year> 
or five or fix Times in their whole Lives j very fev^f 
Sayings of theirs go about> and thofe very concife 
ancTfullof Wit/ . . 

Many a Word at firft delivered in. a plain fimple 
IVlanner, becomes fo pollflied) fo refined and or« 
namented from Mouth to Mouth, and acquires be- 
fore it gets beyond the Drawing-Room, fuch a de-r 
licate Turn, fuch an Elegancy of Phrafe,, that the 
original Owner would hardly be admitted in his 
Claim to it. 

-Betake yourfelf to your Heels ;. quick, clofe up 
to the Wall, or get within the Rails : Here comes 
a Perfonage ftrutting in all the overbearing Airs 
of bloated Greatnefs ; give Way, don't offer to 
pafs near him ; if at any Time you walk with 
him, mind your Hits; be fure to give hin^ the 
upper Hand, or he would make you know your 
Duty, and fqueeze you againft the Wall, or lay 
you in the Kennel. So imperious is his Behaviour, 
that when at Table he has Occafion to rife firiS:, 
rather than modeftly take himfelf avi^ay behind the 
Guefts, like the Prior of a Community, he will 
' knocl^lthat the whole Company may rife ; upon a 
Moment's Delay, up he flarts, runs acrofs the 
Table, come what will of Difhes, Bottles and 
Glafles. If Nobility be the Subject of Conver*- 
fation, he wiU very gravely fpeak of bemg re- 
lated to all the crowned Heads in Europe^ though 
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To appoint the neareft Relation Guardian, as 
one whom it moft concerns to improve the Inhe- 
ritance, is taking Care of the Orphan's Subftance 
inftead of his Perfon. Is it not trailing Men a lit- 
tle too much, to expeft that a Guardian who is 
to be a Gainer by Death, will be very tender of 
Life? 

The Qiarafteriftic of Honour is not fo much to 
Ihake ofF the fuppofed Pufillanimity of Religion as 
to rife above Seliifhnefs. 

Andrew^ a Sermon- Hunter, and never mif&ng his 
Church, pafled for the Saint of the Pariih ; but a 
Guardianfliip, which his Hypocrify procured him, 
difcovered him to be fomething of a Ycry difFercnt 
Species. 

Chryfes was thought to be at fo ill a Pafs, that his 
Word would not go for a Shilling ; he was fo en- 
tirely carried away by his Pleafures, that he was not 
thought capable of any Degree of QCconomy. His 
Brother happened to die, and the Guardianfliip of 
his Nephew fell to him ; every Body concluded the 
poor Child ruined; but when has there been a 
Guardianfliip managed with more Prudence and 
Probity i Who ever took more Care of the Fortune 
and Perfon of an Orphan ? 

• It is thought ftrange that in Africa there fliould be 
found any free Men mad enough to fell themfelves 5 
that wealthy- Merchants,, who have ' hundreds , of 
Slaves living in Plenty, can fell themftlves, feemsto 
ftagger our Belief; yet is there not the like Madnefs 
among ourfelves ? Change but the Words, and moft 
of your Honours and Lordjhips fall into the feme un- 
accountable Bafenefs. 

It is not every one who will be brought to be- 
lieve there can be any Uneafmefs in Grandeur; 
their temporal Pains are to pay thv4r Court tothefe 
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high zhi mighty Ldrds^ and their firf! Hell is to bt 
idielr Retainers. 

The Emptinefs of the Great and Embarraflmenti 
of Grandeiir are never well known, without havii:^ 
a Peeling of them*. 

A difgraced Courtier is the mofl ftriking Pidure of 
the Nothingnefs of Exaltation, the moft eloquent 
Preacher can't come up to the Defcription. 

To reclaim a Man of Senfe from the SeducementS 
of Ambition, the moft eftedual Way would be to 
{dace him near Kings, there he will get an experi- 
mental Knowledge what Baubles artCourt Dignities. 

Clidamh places all his Delight in noted Women, 
wh0 ar« treated and known by all the World ; it i% 
his Joy that the Motions of his Miftrefies ihould be 
feen, though Fidlers and Dancers come in for a Share 
of their Favours ; nothing pleafes fiim better than to 
be complimented on the Agility of their Capers, the 
Gracefulnefs of their Attitudes, the Tip of their 
Ear, the little Foot and well iliaped Leg, the hidden 
Beauties, ^c, &c. 

Lindor again ftands too much upon his Rank to 
take a Girl from the Stage; he gratifies pretty much 
in the fame Manner as Clidamis^ a Tafte of the 
fame Nature, and pleafes himielf like a Prince of 
his R^nk. He has a (lately Houfe' built with a 
Theatre in it, where his Miflrcfs is Dancer in chief. 
Ye ignoble Fops, ye infatuated Worflbippers of Jig- 
gers, ye'fenfelefs * Candaules^ don't imagine that the 
Jaft of the Gyges died in Lydia^ the Dancers know 
fer otlierwife. 

It is not he who purchafes the Farm, who pays 
for the Tillage, who fows the Ground, and is at the 
Expenceof the Harvefl, that after all this Charge 
and Trouble for the Ccjrn, eats of the Flour, 

Lefs than a Couple of Centuries, if Things hold 
on the fame Way, will, I dare piH-fage, reftore • 
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Equality of Condition$. The Daughter of a FJoufe- 
Porter has already reduced a Prince to a Jevd with 
her Father, and the Nobleman is his Tenant's 
RivaJ, „ . , ; 

A King is the Image oiF God, but were God like 
his hnages, no Man of SenJfe could forbear leaning 
towards Atheifm. 

It is faid of a Prince, that he is a great Perfonage, 
in whom all the Virtues of his Anceftors are con- 
centred ; and pray who were his Anceftors ? . His 
Father every one knows ; his Grandfather and Great 
Grandfather are now on. Record; well, 1 grant fo 
far as that, dill are there more remote Progenitors ; 
among Friends the moft certain Circumftance in his 
Filiation is his Inheritance. 

Sure the Enemy has palTed the Frontiers, and is 
marching for Pans^ that fuch a large ftrong Fort is 
building. Were ever fuch thick Walls, and better 
ftirniflied with Batteries, and which command all 
the Neighbourhood? Centinds are every where 
pofted,' the Word given, and the Garrifon go the 
Rounds with the ftrifteft Regularity j Luxemhurgh 
might be carried with greater Eafe. Is a fecond 
Golden Fleece to be kept here ? Is feme old Jcri- 
Jius uneafy about his Danae? Nothing of this, a 
fecond Parii intends it as a Seraglio for his Helen : 
The Ufe (he made of Menelaus's Indulgence com- 
ing to his Ear, he is for curtailing her Liberty; 
accordingly there fhe is placed, configned and com- 
mitted no otherwife than a State Prifoner in ^Pierre^ 
tn-Cifs, TheWomePi4& and all cry out, there 
is a barbarous Lover! Was ever fuch a Brute 
known 1 It is certain half a Dozen fuch Lovers 
would go near to cure- Women of fheir eloping 
Humour. Thus Paris fets them a Leffon with a 
Witnefe ; he proves more a Hufband to HeUn than 
• J Pri/Qtt in France. 

her 
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her Qallaiit, and what is worfe', a thorough Italian 
Hulbandj but howeveJr, he is her Gallant, other* 
.wife^ file would have given' him the SHp. Did he 
ever put it in her Power ? 

The Farmer and the Cornchandler both rcftife 
to' furnifli yoii w;thbat ready -Money, andihat you 
have not. What will become of your Ho'rfcs, Cifa?- 
pfporus? A Citizen here would be at a Nonplus 5 
but CleophoruSy in, Anfwer, only aflcs his Steward, 
who it is that continues' ftill to truft him f Why 
the Paftry-cook. Well then, give the Cattle Cheefe- 
cakes and Cuilards. 

Example, does infinite Hurt, the Contagion . in- 
fenfibly becomes general ; fpecious but weak 0\^ 
je£lion; a PaUiative which does not become the 
Mouth of a Man of Spirit. The truly wife Maa 
in a Circle of Fools, is as diftant from them as the 
Antipodes. 

To ereft a large and expenfive Foundation, to 
be fupported by Revenues arifing from the Folly of 
Manlcind, is a hazardous Confidence that fuch Folly 
will be perpetual. Should Mankind grow wife, 
where would be the Foundation ? 

When I hear fucli long-winded Enumerations of 
ungrateful People, and find'all Places full of Invec- 
tives againft them, it abates of my Spleen againft 
the Age, as I conclude all thefe Complainers to be 
Benefa<5tors ; tut is hot Good- nature too eafy in 
adopting a Prepoffeifion in favour of my Cotempo- 
raries ? all the Clamours on this Head may be no 
more than an imaginary Epidemic, 

A quiet Enjoyiaient of "tte Satisfactions and De- 
lights of Realbn, is never better fecured than in 
giving ourlelves up to a judicious Perfon, in whom 
we have an entire Confidence, and who docs not 
abufe it 5 'cis gathering the Fruits of Virtue witliout 
the Trouble of Cultivation. 

K 2 The 
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The Defcfls of the Body are not fo eafily difguif- 
cd as thofe of the Mind^ and accotdingly put one to 
.more Trouble ; every Shift is ufed to hide them. 
He who has a Defe£k in one of his Eyes take$ care 
to- {hew only the advantageous Side ; ' ifhe takes the 
upper Hand, 'tifi not-out of Pride, and he means as 
little Civility in giving it; he is at infinite Pains 
when at Table to be fcen only m Profile ; no Jefs 
fUpon his Gnard is the Crooked againft ftewing his 
Deformity, crying up the old-fafliion'd Chairs which 
quite covered a Man, and as careful to be feen ih 
front as a one-eyed Man is of the ; contrary ; he 
would fcreW himfelf into theWafl, rather than any 
one fhould v^lk behind him. He who is lame de- 
crifcs ail Diverfions^ but thofe where there is no 
changing of Places ; and I fuppofe 'twas one of the 
limping Species who invented the everhiftm^^ame 
of Quadrille. In tlie fineft Weather there fs no per- 
fuading fuch a one to take a Turn ; be has got a 
Cold ; the Sun hurts him; he is afraid of the Devr ', 
or who would be choaked with Duft 1 

Should any one conceit that he has turned from 
Vice to Virtue, let him beware of a Delufion ; 'tis 
too often no more than one Paffion fpringmg up in 
the room of another. 

Many imagine themfelves orily parfimonlous, 
when they are covetous; again; othdfs who are 
manifeftly profufe, in their own Ideas. are no more 
than generous ; two Iron Rods are not long kept ih 
Equilibrium. ' - 

One Extreme leads to another ; ^he Man of 
ftrong PaiTions is feldom feen to ftop at Virtue's 
Mark, but genera I Iv over (hoots it; and thus de- 
parting from one Vice, he runs into another, 
.^hich fomctimes is full as difgracefdl and dan- 
gerous 
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gerous as that wbich be boafts of heaving over^ 
come. ' • . 

A fingle Glance: into oiirfeLves woold fbew us that 
the Vices- an which we beai fo hard in othorB, ac« 
often the very, fanoc as our own^ wbich we arc fo 
read/ to juftify* What is more common than this 
among the Proud and Niggardly ? 

There are private Puffiona which prove public 
Sentifits ^ but there are alfo public Paffions which 
«re very great private Mifchiefs. 

'It is not every Child who is like his Father; fome 
Virtues are the known Ensanactons of Vices ; and 
Virtues often produce Vices, How many are fu^ 
premely honeft out of Pride i and Oeconomy is the 
Mother ot Avarice. 

There was a Time when Marcuses Income 
would but ill siSord any giving^ and then he was 
all for giving. Happy wei:e bis Servants who fct 
out for the Country on fine Englijh Horfes, if thev 
had Shoes to return in. However, Fortune fmilcd 
upon Marcus y and Money came tumbling in upon 
him by Millions. Should any one now think that 
his Munificence was enlarged, and that his Servants 
were never obliged to foot it, it would be a Mi- 
Hake ; he not only retrenched them, but never 
were they worfe paid or cloathed | he even haggled 
-with his Miftreflcs. Well, this might be 4>WEng to 
Care for bis Heirs ; he had none ; and was carried 
off before he had Time to make a Will. 

Who can account for this ; that a Man upon be- 
coming rich turns Oeconomift to a Fault; and 
that when he was poor he lavifbed away every 
Thing?

After ten Years in a Service where he never 
fingered a fingle Piftple^ Cajiel takes the Liberty 
to leave it, hires his Footman, fumifhes a Houfe 
with the beft of Plate and Goods, and lives like a 
Gentleman. There muft certaiiJy have been very 
notable Addrefs to raife a Fortune in a Houfe quite 
bare of Money! 'Tis bathing one's felf iq the 
^and, or ft ri king Fire out of Waten Lodovttm't 
Grandfon may to.this.Day.be p«^ying the U fury of 
CafieV^ Accumulation ; and the Tradefmcn who 
trufted the Miifter liavc not done curfing the Inge- 
nuity of the Steward. 

By what tranfcendent Talents has Nekia merited 
all thefe Honours, Titles, and Penfions ? Has he 
found out .a certain Cure for Wounds heretofore 
held to be mortal? If fo, I heartily fubfcribe to 
the Rank conferred on him by a refpeilable Com- 
pany. But .wherein lies Nekia^s Knowledge ? On 
what is he to be confulted ? It is fhocking to men- 
tion ; I cannot bring myfelf to. declare it- But 
Nekia would have anfwered PharaoVs Purpofe 
much better th^n all the Midwives in Egypt j he 
is poflefs'd of Secrets which would have kept the 
Ifraelites low enough. Execrable Inftriiment of 
unnatural Barbarity 1 methlnks I hear the plaintive 
Embryos fummoning thee before the vindiftive

are infinite Numbers to whom the Phyficians could 

prefcribe nothing better than a Courfe of fuch hu- 

manifing Mufic. - 

' It is ehe Tafte of the Times, to let the World 

undferftand that you are at^ le^ft a Whore-mafter 

or an Adulterer, or it will certainly point at you 

for what is thought much worfethan either of them. 

How auguft and venerable is an Aflembly of itf5 

States of a Province ! My Lord Governor, my 

Lady Governefs, how pompous the Sound ! the 

Hufband is there to receive Prefents, and the Wife 

by her Card -table never fails to ruin tlie beft half 

of the* honett Country Gentlemen, who could not 

go home without having it to fay. in their Village, 

that they had the Honour of playing with my Lad; 

Governefs* 

There is a Time when he who prides himfelf 
moft in his Riches would wifli to be thought poor^ 
and that is, when others irompliment him on hi3 
Riches, becaufe they ftand in need of his Favours. 

When do we candidly wifh the Profperity of any 
one, but when we may be the better for it ? 

K 4 Rich^ 
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Riches are the fupreme Wife ; th^t Deffre alone 
takes up full two-thirds of all our Prayers ; and they 
who are fo, are uncafy about their Money ; how 
they ihall incre.fe it is their Perplexity; Who 
would buy Houfes ? they let for nothing. If a 
Place ; out may come an EdlSt which fupprefles it. 
There arc Annuities ; and there isalfo fuch aXhing 
as Reduction. Put it into the Hofpital Funds; more 
than one of them have broke* In the Ecclefiaftical 
Funds ; they fhake their Heads at this.

'tis a detefliblc Invention which has multiplied 
them, and ingrafted numberlefs Superfluities on 
them.

The covetous Man is the neareft to, and the 
fartheft from Wifdom« Deplorable indeed is the 
Condition of him, who has not ftill Tomething to 
give, tho' it were but a Glafs of Water. 

What did that Man, whofe Tongue has been 
going thefe three Quarters of an Hour, fay to yoii ? 
What do you remember of all his Babble ? Why ; 
would you have him mute, fays one ? There is 
a Licence for Talkers and Coxcombs. 

He who fays that Man does not know^ himfelf, 
muft never have obferved how careful and circum- 
fpeft he is to difguife himfelf. 

Let who will hire one of thofe magnificent 
Houfcs, half of which muft be left unfurnifhed, 
Oltnus will have none of them j he finds his Diver- 
fiODS run away with his hundred thoufand Livres 
a^ Year without furnifliing Houfes ; befides, he is 
for Privacy, and quarters himfelf at the fag End of 
the Town-; where he is raining himfelf in Obfcu- 
rity with three or four common Women, whilft 
no Body is fufpefting any thing of the Matter.

' l^he Benefadlor commences a Suit with the Per- 
fon obliged J in which the latter being both Judge 
and Party, tho' the Grounds of it are inconteliable, ' 
if there be a Fault in the Form, the Benefador is 
caft. without Appeal. 

I fee no Happjnefs beyond ftai^ding in need of

Some; Friends are fo hafly in making ufe of the 
good Nature of others, and put it to fuch unrea- 
fonable Trials, that what they fliould wonder at, 
is not they there was none left the next Day, but 
that it could, hold out the.

The Dread of Death makes the Phyfician's For* 
tune. Who dares refufe any thing to a Man, who 
as accounted to have the Keys of Life and Death? 
Even the Prieft himfelf has not Admittance till 
the other withdraws- Whatever one may believe 
of Paradife, 'tis Life which is wanted $ and Death 
is more dreaded than HelL 

There is a Mifiake in our Ideas of Phyficiant 
and ConfefTors ; the former are admitted to the 
Bed-fide, are fent for, and chearfuUy received i the 
latter we are almofi: afraid to mention, their Ap« 
pearance carries a difmal Prefage with it, and to 
the Terror of it is fpared till the laft Extremity. 

The beft Friend bears us Company no farther 
than a certain Point in the Road to Death ; not

How illuibry is the immortal Hope of Fame f 
Multitudes of great Men would be enveloped ia 
the moft filent Forgetfulnefs^ did not fome old 
Banners keep up an obfcure Remembrance of 
them. 

They are gone, tbofe wealthy Men arc now no 
more ; vaniihed is all their Glory, like a Fog diffi*> 
pared by the Beams of the rifmg Sun : all their Re- 
main^ are contained in fome BUls at the Corners 
of the Streets.

THE prefent Subjefl:, it muft be confefled, is 
lione of the leaft djffieuU % what can be more 
dangerous than ^ ^Tfppft the l/ic€0tioujfccfe <>f 
EccleiiafiLcs ? yet woul4 it bepuftUaoimous to conf- 
nive at their Behaviqur.and give it a falfe Appear- 
ance : PufiUanimous did I fay ? it is fhsmefuU it is ■ 
wicked to conceal Vices of fuch Confequence to 
Society j to ftifle the Crimes of Malefadors, is to , 
be their Acgomplice. 

Thofe who penetrated with a Senfe of their 
facred Charadler, and attentive to its important 
Duties, (bine amidft the general Depravation, in an 
irreproachable SanSity of Manners, I efteem, I 
honour, I venerate, I compare them to thofe Stars^, 
vrhich in the Dafknefs of a calm Night, from their 
immenfe Diftance, gleam even to the Earth; there's 
no beholding their Radiancy without Admiration. 

As for the Multitude Who make a Trade of 
their Calling, and in themfelves. debafe its Dig- 
nity, I openly declare againft them ; I hate their 
Vices, with all the Referve which as Chriftians 
they can require of me; but, am I told to refpeft 
their Perfpns, on account of their Charader F my 
Anfwer is, am I to rerpe<3 them more than they 
do themfelves ; beiides. If I la(h their Vices, no 
one (hall exceed me in a profound Veneration for 
the divine Chara£ter. 

My Sincerity, I am fenfible, will not procure 
me the more favourable Treatment ; it will rather 
be accounted an Aggravation of my Infolence :

Impiety I (hall be charged 

v^ith, it being the ccmftant Pradice of Hypocrites, 

to conne£t Religion with themfelves^andtoalledge 

that God is wounded through their Sides; ibould 

any one only fay, is it decent in Athamasy to pay 

his nightly Viftts to "Juliay and fteal the. Ladies 

Affc<9:ions from honourable Lovers? this Quef- 

tionift is immediately a Heretic, a profane Fellow 

without a grain of Religion in him ; then what 

muft I expcift, fhould I venture to fay that Arijio^ 

phaneSj a Prelate who owes a Pattern of Piety to 

above thirty thoufand Souls, 4ias given a Pidlurc of 

himfelf to jtlbina^ the Proftitute of all the Military 

Coxcombs about Town, who makes no fcruple of 

being in Parties with abandoned Creatures ; what 

would befaid faid of me, fliould I add, that facing 

Albino's lewd Bed',hangs Ariftophanes in his Rochet, 

and the golden Crofs on his Bread ; I have been 

told the Pi£^ure keeps the Originars Place, on 

Account of the great Refort. What can be bad 

enough for prefuming to declare fuch a Truth ? 

Why Ariftofhanei will give out that all Hell has 

not fuch another Atheift. > 

In anfwer to his charitable Inveftive ; I affirm 
that I adore God \xi the Truth of Chriftianity ; I 
own the Catholic Church as eftabliJhed by Jefus 
Chr'iji ; the Religion which Paul and Peter preach- 
ed, is mine ; this is my Confeffion of Faith; and in 
this Armour I fet up the Standard againlt the fcan- 
dalous PraiSlices of the Ecclefiaftics. 

St. Chryfoftomey one would think, from the folr 
lowing Paffage faw into our Times : ** When the 
People are given up to all kinds of Debauchery, 
look for the Source of it among the Priefthood, it 
is too certain there muft be fome Diforder among- 
them *»*' had he lived among us, could his Defcrip* 
lion have been more rcfembling I 

M 
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What, can I make of my Sotr^kysjf^argnj^ he's 
hump back'd, or bandy-legg*d ; befides, be ftam- 
mers and fquint^ ? Why, an Abbot, to be fure, 
fays a Friend, you don't want Ifltereft : -'Thus the 
inward Calling pf /ffin-gus^s Son is bis Deformity; 
and as in the World he will be only fcorned and 
ridiculed, he is dedicated to God. 

In a numerous Family, a$ it is the eUeft who 
muft uphold the Credit of it, he has Eftates, Seats, 
Employments, and all whilft the fecond Brother, 
with his Pittance of a Portion, would be put to 
fuch Shifts, that fome of his Brother's Servants 
would appear and live better : This is fcandalous, 
and muft be falved fome way or other; fo he's al- 
lotted for the Church, with the Hopes of a Mitre 
in ten Years, But there's the poor third Son ftill 
unprovided for, and for him there's the Convent, 
where by good Friends, no doubt, he will mend 
his Condition. But what Convent will be beA ? 
A Royal Abbey to be fure ; ai^ a few Years, by 
the Grace of God, will fee him at the Head of it : 
Here's another Call as hopeful as the former. 

Is Faith an ufual Motive in Parents facrificing 
their Children ! Is it by Precept from God ? How 
many Ifaacs are led to Mount Moriahy without 
knowing what they are about ? They may look 
about long enough for a Vi£lim ; 'tis no other than 
thcmfelves- Their own Fathers blindfold themt 
and bind them on the Pile i and fo bent are they 
on the Sacrifice, that an Angel from Heaven 
could fcarcely withold them. 

Church Pofleflions are become like mortage- 
able EfFefls, and often come by Survivorlhip, like 
a fecular Employment. 

Phik has an old Unde, the Incumbent df a fat 
Benefice, of which he has aUb the Refignatibn* 
Shall J> fays Philo^ let it go out of the Family I 
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No, certainly I will fecure it to my Nephew. Im* 
mediately there's my Strippling tonfurated, and a 
Band about his Neck. Is ten Years an Age for 
fuch a grave important Funftion ? > Befides, the 
little Shaveling is wa^fti, playful, wanton, and 
heady, cut out from Top to Toe for the World. 
No Matter, an Abbot he muft be ; and the old 
Ihcumbent dying, the Nephew, at twelve Years 
old, is Reftor of a Parift, with Cure of Souls : A 
Difpenfation is obtained, and Tome Capuchin or 
Curate does the Duty for a hundred Crowns. The 
young Prior's Father is his Steward of Courfe, and, 
to be fure, without Account. The Spark has 
now been fome Years at School, and begins to 
difclofe his Temper; his Inclinations, inftead of 
mending, become worfe; for the Diffipation of 
College lets him into the Extravagance of Paffions'j 
and if he has any Spirit, it is to be feared it will 
carry hi|n beyond the bare Theory of them ; if not, 
his Conftitution, and a little Liberty, Will put him 
upon knowing more : His Wantonnefs already is 
grown to Wickednefs ; his Unrulinefs hardens into 
Contradiftion, and an un^^raftable Obftinacy. 

Nature, which is often too near our Heart, opens 
to him the Book of the World 5 he is ftruck with * 
the Variety of its Cuftoms, which are far from 
blunting the Keenefs of his Defires after the Know- 
ledge of Pleafures: Having a Sight of them, he 
is for diving into their Nature; and in this Sci- 
ence, a well difpofed Youth quickly makes con- 
fiderable Proficiency. 

That he fhall fubmit to Admonitions, or be ■ 
check'd by Religion, muft not be expected . If 
he knows the Name of Virtue, it is as much as 
his Knowledge amounts to, and that is but little^ 
fince it is very feldom accompanied with any 
Knowledge of its EiTeoc^ A general Virtue has 
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fo many Branches, that Man, whofe PJeafures al- 
low him no Time for fubdividmg, often rejects 
the whole, to fave the trouble of an Analyfis. 

The Deity is reprefented to him in z Light fo 
miftaken and ahfurd, that he is at a Lofs bow to 
form any Notion of htm ; he meets with feme 
(hining PafTiges in Hifiory, which (hew him in a 
mere Man qualities more excellent, than many 
of thofe which has been told are inherent in 
God. 

With this mutilated Idea of the Supreme Being, 
and a Head littered with fotne Fragments of Phi- 
lofophy, be gives his Name into the Sorbonne for 
a Courfe of Divinity, and that he may go through 
it both with greater Credit and Conveniency, he 
enters himfelf into a Seminary for three Years. 
In this Recefs, where, he is to prepare himfelf for 
the arduous Fun£lion which has been provided for 
him 5 what is the Subjed of his Prayers ? Does 
he pray to God for the Gifts and Graces of his Holy 
Spirit, whereby he may prove a refplendent Lumi- 
nary in his Church i Or does he attend at Chapel 
Hours, and think there is no Sort of Occaflon for 
private Devotion ? Set Times for Retirement and 
Meditation are indeed appointed him s but God 
has but a fmall Share of them. 

In his Chamber he revolves within himfelf the 
Chaos of Darknefe, which the Regents daily en- 
deavour to throw in betwixt his Reafon and his 
Faith ; determiarng to extraft Light out of it, he 
runs into worfe Errors, and thinks he has a Glimpfe 
of fonxething in the very Inftant that he is only 
adding to (he Mafs of Errors vtrhich the forbon- 
nical Diflertations interpofe betwixt Heaven and * 
Earth: ThOs, at the £x|}iration of his three Yean, 
he leaves the Seminary^ a worfe Infidel than if he 
had ncvet'gouc beyond bis Caiechifmi the Prefer- 

T- cnent 
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rncitt however mttft wot i^Ioft^^nd di*refore upon 
a flight Examination, fo far as a littte Memory will - 
Help him out, he is vriUntfA j' thus my Gentleman 
rifes tO' an Abbot without any Pretence of an in- 
%?vard caU, aPrieft without Faith, ridiculing Re- 
ligion in his Heart, and eveo doubting the £x- 
iilcficc of a 'God ; and withall thefe-fliocklng 
Circumflances he fets up ConfeiTor) Preacher arid 
Catcchift.^ 

Such is the Vocation of too many Prlefts : In 
fome Fanulks it h known, that for thefe kft hun- 
dred Years the Abbey has devolved frbln Uncle to ^ 
Nephew i Bencfkcs like Titles, are become In- 
beiritances ; as their Brothers ar& Counts and Mar* 
quiiles, on the fame Foundation are they Abbots. 
Out of my three Children, feys his Honour, I {hall 
confecrste one tX) God ; and, I fayi out of your 
three Children, you intend the Church fhaii fup- * 
port one- of the moft worthlefs. His Horfes fhall 
be gorged with the Subftance of the Poor j the 
. Revenue of a fat Parifti, where a hundred Families ' 
want the- nsceffaries of Life, goes to the Abbot's 
Pack of Houndis, aod enables him to keep a Choice 
of MiftrtclTefii. 

What Kind ol Fire is this put into the Cenfer ? 
Such as Self-love kindles. Ambition blows, and - 
Ft'^'oi^n. Nadai and Mihu\ ye nefarious Chil- 
dren of AoKotk^ Fire will come frohi God and de« 
voinr you. . > 

ifi^tf^rwgtsw tired (^ ten Years Parfon-hu>it« 
ingi as h^ thought lumlelf not undieferving of Pre* 
fermeat, hecooflantly^ raildf at all who obtained 
it; whenever he preached, the Pulpit rang with 
]>Bclamatbns ajpiinft the faftuous Luxury of tlie ^ 
Ppdat6% the- £znptineft> oft worWlj^ Grandeurs, . ' 
tbrAge Mhg Qvi^^'iim' wkhStifiihne^^ ahd Merit 
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difcountenanccd ; but at length, a comfortable Pre* 
bend has changed his Note. 

It was indeed amoft worthy A6lion in Cltthean^ 
to lay hold of a favourable Junfture for breaking off 
an adulterous Commerce which had been carried on 
for ten Years,' to the great Offence of flie Neigh- 
bourhood : It was nobly done, I own, it wanted 
but little of being a good Deed ; with lefs Noife 
and Loftinefs, and a little Prudence, it had been 
meritorious: Yes, but then it would have been 
known only to God; and pofllbly, it was not out 
of regard to God only, that Clithean did it. 

It was in a private Apartment of David's Pa^ 
lace, that the Prophet Nathan laid open to him all 
the Atrocity of his Crime, and denounced th« 
Vengeance with which God would profecute the 
Murder of the honeft and brave Uriah ; but he 
faved Bathjheba the publick Defamation, and did 
not expofe her to the Hootings of a rude Rabble, 
as the Preliminary to the Funifhment her Adul- 
tery dcferved. 

VV hither r u(hes that Troop of Miffionar ies ? Is 
it a Zeal for God which animates- their Steps ? 
Have thefe facred Warriors lifted themfelves under 
the Banners of Religion, for wrefting out of the 
rapacious Hands of Jierefy, thofe Nations which 
were unhappily fallen under its Dominion i Oh ! 
tranfporting Sight ! every Heart opens itfelf wide 
to admit Catholiclfm ; the Neophites appear in num- 
ber lefs Bodies, th«^r He^rrfs now unitod Iqr Faith, 
lojng for a Temple where their Prayers .may unite:* 
The primitive Times revive* the Altars are crowded 
with new Converts, offering dieir whole Subftance; 
not an Ananias or a Saphira is among them; nor is 
this the Age of Neros^ the Dicii and the Diock^ 
fm$* A great Prince forwards.tfce gloriois work 
bibi3 I^unificeAce> and condefgends himfidf to 

by 
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lay the firft Stone j rife, fpacious Strufture, ftatcly 
Monument of Chrljiian Liberality ! rife in a 
Grandeur eqi|»l to thy large Fcundation! Alas! 
admire the Foundations! tot that, is all you are . 
like to have for your Money; there was, indeed, 
a Plan for a Temple, and a converting Scheme; 
but the Plan was all, unlefs you'll include the 
Diflionefty of thofc, to whom the Collefiion was 
committed. 

To lay Foundations, confiding in the Probity 
of Men, may well be* faid to be building Caftlcs 
in the Air. 

How are the Children oiHeU increafed ! " They 
knew not the Lord, their Behaviour to the People 
was not as became Priefb ; for when any Man 
offered Sacrifice, the Priefts Servant came whilfl: • 
the Flefli was in feething, with a Flefh-Hook of 
three Tfeeth in his Hand, and he ftruck into the 
Kettle, and all that the Flefh-Hook brou^t up 
was for thePrieft; fo they ufed the Children of 
Ifraely 'till Men were alineated from offering to 

the Lord they even lay with the Women 

that affembled at the Door of the Tabernacle of the 
Congregation." 

Theogenetes^ an A£tor; Buffoon, and Hypocrite, 
whatever he has a Hand in he is fure to give a Dif-^ 
play of his primordial Profeffion; is it a Confecra- 
tion,' the Church is not only hung but full of De- 
corations. Girandoles, Branches, and even Gar- 
lands which have ferved at Balls, any Thing for 
Ornament ; the Opera-Orcheftra is hired j there is 
Pit, Boxes, and Gallery; it would be a perfedl 
Play were only Chajfe or Poirier to perform. 

God was never known to dwell with Idols; 
where worldly Paffions bear Sway there is no Piety, 
no Love of God. " The Prefence of the Lord 
makes itfelf known in all Places, what becomes of 

Dag/in^ 



f 234) 
Degmiy the adored Idol, when the Arfc is placed 
before him ; he falls from his Altar ; bis unfortu- \ 
natc Worthippers place him up again, but the next 
Day he is found broke to pieces on the Pavement 
of his Temple,. ftnd tLe idolatrous Ptrople werfe 
plagued with Sores and Diftcmpers.*' 

Triphefmus is not lefs vain at prefent of being 
Irene's Diredtor, than Fkriman was three Years 
ago of being her Gallant ; their Advantages havt 
been equal. Pride and Money. 

The Church moft truly is the Ark of the Cove- 
nant, this contained the Put of Manna, the Tables 
of the Law and Atiron^ Rod., What is it that firft 
ftrikes the Candidate for Orders, is it the Tables 
of the Law, the Importance of explaining them 
to the People, and of making them the Rule of his 
own Condudl ? No ; he immediately grafps the 
Pot of Manna, a rich Living, a ftately Abbey, or 
a valuable Biftioprick ; there's precious Mann?, 
jind gathered without Labbur or Vexation ; and 
fome will fay the Gift of Divine Grace: No, fay 
I, it is often obtained by the Deprivation of Cap- 
t>m, or the Artifices of Corruption, and increafes 
in Sleep. Delicious B.ead 1 of which the Purchafe is 
only a few Prayers, and tnoft of thefe committed 
to a Chaplain, who is rewarded with a Crumb or 
two J nutritive Bread ! various in its Taftes, and 
liehich procures every Pleafure ; moft excellent of 
all Bread ! cxquifite Bread ! which all the World are 
for eating 5 old Men and Children, the Libertine 
and the Devotee,Priefts and Monks, are fcrambling 
for a Morf(sl, and fnatching it from one another, 
none of it comes to the true Owners 5 if any hap- 
pens to be left^ it goes to Families who are already 
glutted with it, or even to Dogs rather than they 
fliall have any Share. Different has been Theofho- 
yw'sCondufli if he has fingered the Manna, he 

has 
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has not left. the Tables of the Law in the Ark, but 
at the fame Time he did not forget to take out 
Aaron s Rod. He has taken the Law not with any 
Intent bimfelf to conform to ir, but to urge it on 
others, and thereby make \t one Prop of his Au- 
thority ; and the Rod ferves to inforce Obedience 
to him as to the Law ; 'tis all in the Name of Hea- 
ven that he gratifies his Love of Superiority. He 
glories in a Divine Zeal, of which himftlf is the 
ObjciSl, and rigoroufly revenges in the Name of 
God the leaft jFailure in that Refped which he 
claims. He keeps a good Table, but his Afl'f^m- 
blies and his Houfe might become a Prince. If he 
pxeaehei but once a Year, is not that enough for a 
Prelate ? All he recom^mends is I'empe ranee, ttle 
Improvement of Time, Humility atid Submiflion 
to Superiors ; whereas not long fince Charity, the 
Duties of Superiors to Inferiors, Chriftian Condef- 
cenfion in MaAers to thofe w4io ar« under jtbem^ m 
the Lord were the Themes on which he ufed to 
cafi his^ xno& pathetic Energy. But now'become 
a Ma&er, Obedience; ts the Word. 

What a Purfuit aft€jr Church Poffeflions ! tbert 
is no burping one's felf now in -Defarts to avoid 
Benefices ; there is no having too many ; ready^ 
Money is paid for them; they ^e exchanged 
againft Town and Country Houfes ; they are given 
as 9 Portion, and are the Wages of Sin. They 
are got both by Law* Suits and Fighting, and cai;- 
ried as it were by Diat of Sword like a pillaged 
Town \ 'tis indeed a War but & very icandalous 
one, where the oppofite Parties are led on by Jea- 
loufy, where Hatred, Slander, and Malevolence 
ferve the Batteries ; the A<Slion is over and the 
Benefice gained ; JuUlaU is fung by the whofc 
Family, as every one> to have a Fellow-feelmg. 
The Abbot's fir it care is to fet up his Equipage,. 
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hi$ Sifter may depend oa a handfome Wcddii^- 
prefcnt, his Brother is pibmifed a pretty Place, and 
the Poor mu{Lpay fortali. . 

" A Leviti lived W\t\\ Mnuh^. who had hired 
him to be his Prieft, and feme Mew came to him 
and (aid, go wi(h us and be to us a Father aiid a 
Prieft. Is it better for thee to be a Prieft unto 
the Houfe of. one Man, or that thou be a Prieft 
unto a Tribe and Family in Ifrael? And the Priefl's 
Heart was glad» and he took the Ephad and the 
Seraphim^ and the graven Image^ and went away 
with.them *." .

Onuphrus has for three Years done all. that a>QU 
be expe^cd from a .Man of the mod uabiafTod 
Zeal in fupport of hisDodrinei he was Proof 
a^nft Baniibmenti Imprifonment^could not bend 
him i he wa3. the Appfttey the Guardian Angel of 
his Party ; he was Proof even agaiiift a Benefice 
of a thoufand Crowns and gneat Expe^ions be- 
fides. His Friends grew prodigiouily elevated at 
fuch Conftancy, . when a handfome. Redoiy 
convinced him of his Fxtor and brought him to a 
Recantation i and would it not argue a Conceit, 
an Obflinacy ne^ a-kin to Madnefs, to abide i^ 
one's Opinion, though op th&moft fierious Points, in 
^ontempt of twenty thoufand Livres a Year ? How- 
ever true and indubi^bletheymayappear, this would 
^be a Refradlorinefs almoft without Example.. 

The Hearts of thefe Holy Perfons whofe 1 houghts 
and Paflions f}iould be wholly devoted to God, are 
feen to be inflamed by Jealoufy j or Ambition ftirs 
them up ^o the moft rancorous Feuds, into which 
the well-meaning People, are alfo drawn ; no Nea- 
, . trality

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trality is al!oW€d of^ for Paul or for Cephas you 
muft' be. Ye upftart Corahs^ ye ambitious Daihansy 
ye feditious Abiramsy mufl the Earth fv^aHowyou 
up to filcnce your Quarrels ? is it nothing with you 
that you arc all Servants of the fame God ? 

Who can without [ndignatlon fee that Fribble 
Celades^ a Man only in Name, in a Cloak and 
Band, which he has taken upon him juft as fome 
white-livered Fellows get Commiffions, and ftrut 
"writh their long Swords, but to be what their Sta- 
tion requires is the leaft of their Thoughts ; Bra- 
very they have none ; as cardefs is Celadet about a 
Temper fuitable to his Funflion ; he is not devout, 
nor ever intends to be fo. In the Morning he is 
as neceflary a Piece of Furniture at a Lady's Toi- 
lette 'a^ hfcr Looking-Glafs, a pretty Toy which 
ferves to while away a Quarter of an Hour ; he is a 
Monkey, at whofe Trickd and Grimaces there is 
no forbearing to laugh ; he is a tame Kind of Ani- 
mal admitted without Scandal, and who may fome- 
times entertain for a Minute or two. He is able to 
inftruft Waiting- women ; he can introduce new 
Fafliions, and a (ingle Word of his explodes a 
Head-dtefs or a Ribbon. No Man, fays he, like 
Duchapt i for Topknots efpeeially there is not his 
Fellow. At an Aflembly he is by Profeffion the 
Buffoon of the whole CompanV; he is News 
Colleftor for half the goffiping Meetings ; he is 
the Regifler-Office of all the idle Smarts and Aqp 
trcffes } all the FroKcks of Court and City ; all the 
Gallantries trahfaAed in the commodious Receflcs 
of dbe Play-Houfe are ther Subjefl of his indefati- 
gable Enquiries ; he is a compile ColleAion of the 
Stories of the Day; he is the only one to tell you 
how many thoufand Guineas the eafy Englijh Lord 
fpcnt on Elifa in one Winter. The World is 
obliged to bim for knowing that Pontiuf has run 

away 
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away -from four Benefices, with a pretty* Nun, 
whom he has carried off to Lwdm^ wh^re he 
lias marned her ; without him who would hai^c 
had thePleafure of hearing that Acisy a Novice 
juft frefh from College, has for thefe four Days 
been in Retirement on account of fame Recipro- 
cations cf Kindnefs betwixt him and the afFe<Sled 
old Aramintha^ an Intimate of his Mother's,, and 
who made the firfl Advances. There's not aHoufe 
where Celadts is not welcome, and wno fo con- 
formable, fo dudile as this Ecclefiaftic ! the Com- 
pany may wind him any Way j he is their Mark 
at which they may freely fboot^ without any Fear 
of a Retort ; He's a Fop, a Cap-a-pee, fteeled to 
all the Praiftices of that empty Chara<Jler, and 
vefcd in all the Arts of Tendernefs ; fometimes 
fmooth, gentle, and fawning, as a Fool in. Love, 
and immediately flying out into the Rowghnefs of 
a refolute Rake.

Jaron himfelf requires from the Children of 
Z^^^/theirJewels, the ESir-rings of their Wives and 
Sons and Daughters J it's he who throws them in- 
to the melting Pot, and makes of them a golden 
Calf, to work upon the Superftition of the People, 
and by a Herald appoints a Feftival to the Idol : He 
even offers Inccnfe to it, and. can bear to be pre- 
fent at their profane Rejoicings. — Mofa upon 
coming down from the h ly Mount, where he 
had been talking to the Deity as to a Friend, 
ground the Objed of their Idolatry to Powder, 
which he ftrewed upon the Water, and made the 
Children of Ifrael drink it.

his Defk, forms an Army by his Fire-fide, ftorms 
a Counterflarp in his eafy Chair, and gains Battles 
v^^ith a Stroke or two of his Pen. He*s no raor^ 
than a Coffee Houfe Newfmonger,, who draws the 
Plan of a Rattle with his. Cane, forces an Intrench- 
n:ient with a Turn of his Wrill, and drives the 
OnfeJerate; into the .^f /?!?/// as eafily as he thruv/s 
about the Saiid on the Floor; both of them know 
th^ Meaning of the ^»Vords Ravelin^ Redoubt^ 
covered "Way ; but he v/ho is capable of Fear, has 
Toon enough of the wonderfu) OperatioriS ^ of 
War. Thus before the MiiiLiry Life is embraced, 
it is abfolutely ntccffary^to be afcert^ined of 
one's Difpofition to know the Heart throughly; t^ 
fay that it ought to be put to a previous Trial, is.

Misfortunes are attended with Glory. If its Dan- 
gers are great and fuddei^j fo are alfo its Advan- 
' tages. 

Everv Pfofeliton has its peculiar Prejudice ; that 
of the Military is Honour, the Principle and Nerve 
of the whole Body, the leadine; Motive of all its 
Adions ; this Prejudice gives Birth to all the Vir- 
fucs^ at leaft to the political, as Generofity, Cou- 
jrage, and Magnanimity, and generally to all which 
go to make a Gentleman : As for true Virtue, it 
requires Coo much Circumfpeflion, and is what 
a Soldier imagines hiafifelf excuftd from by his 
l^rofejKon. 

Honour has a Baftard Brother who is well re- 
ceived, and made much of an account of its ftrong 
Refemblance. 

This is fa(fe Honour^ to know, miftruft, and 
avoid it, is a moft happy IXt of Prudence \ this 
boifterous Baflard muft not be elbovved, nor trod 
upon the Toe ; a Smile, the moft innocent Jocu- 
larity, are with him unpardonable Aifronts : Re-

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latfons and Friends he' has none, his Speech b

a Diftelief of them. It is obje^aed that moft re- 
ligious Perfons are fo timorous that they ftart at a 

Squib; that N , with his Chaplet, trembfes at 

the firing of a Gun, as if every Difcbarge would 
take off his Head ; whilft M , an open Liber- 
tine, cries out fine Mufic! your Freethinkers, I 
fay, if Men of common Senfe, muft be cautious 
and faint-hearted ; and he who expedls nothing 
after Death ought to make the mbft of Life, .and 
'tis well known they do; none make better He- 
roes than the true Chriftians, none elfe can be fo. 
Honour is fo indulgent a Judge as to admit 
as Law whatever has the Appearance of Spirit, and 
like a relax Cafuift, juftifies every Aftion to which 
an Idea of Honour is annexed : There is no doubt 
but that Gallantry being a Principle received in all 
Callings, muft be the Soul of the Military. It is 
true. Honour requires Paflion or Conqueft to 
be its Concomitant; but the latter having the 
greateft Affinity with the Profeflion, has mod Vo- 
tariesi proyided good Contributions can beraifd;

Think on Death, 'tis a momentous Maxim, 
and of which we are continually put in Mind, all 
Nature rings it in our Ears, every Objeft fets it 
before our Eyes, It was the Advice of our grave 
Grandfathers to our Fathers, and they repeated it 
to us ; and what do we do ? 'Tis not one in a 
hundred has Strength of Mind enough to let bis 
Thoughts glance on it. 

Reflexion on Death ! pregnant with converting 
Iniprcffions ! But, fay fome, to dwell on the 

Thoughts

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Thoughts, of ,De.ath, is to be continually dying 
and the difinal Meditation worfethan Death itfelr 
iis well may blind Men pronounce on Colours. 

Every Gate that leads to Death, Intereft and 
Knavery, are upon the Watfch: What a rare 
Penny, Quacks make of the Fearful ! Is a great 
Man or two gone off fuddenly, then is tht fleec- 
ing Time. Come forth, Arnion^ n^ake your Ap- 
pe^ance, nunc aut nunquan ; produce your Papers, 
pame your Price, th^rewjll be no haggling; for 
wh^ can be too n\uqh for an out-pf-the-way Dif- 
teniip^9 which* without the leaft Warning, trips 
up a Man's Heels like a Thief in a Wood? 
TVithoui: your Papers, it difpatches the Patient in 
a Hurry, no Time allowed for Ceremony; and 
with them he alfo dies, but with more JDelibe* 
ration; but if 'tis yaiir Powder's Fault,. 'tis not 
yours; to infure Immort^ity, is what no Bo* 
dy can charge you with ; no Matter, your Powders 
are in Vogue ; Court, City, and Country feem to 
have agreed to make your Fortune: Iviake the 
inoft of their Wifdom, play while the Game is in 
your Hand, raife an Eft^te. Was there ever a 
Topick like your Powder ? belides curing you and 
all your Family of Hunger, it has furnilned your 
.Wife with fhowy Gowns for every Seafon: But 
of what Benefit is it to the Publick ? Of very con- 
jiderabld certainly, for it is quite harmlefs, and 
that is more than can be faid of moft Quacks Nof- 
tru;iis: And perhaps it was only upon tliia Ac- 
count, that an eminent Phyfician fubfcribed his 
Approbation of it. 

In a Flow of Affluence and high Spirits, the 
Mind is apt to warp towards Scepticifm, and to 
be as prefumptuoas in its Speculations as theBodv 
is wanton in its Carriage. Intoxicated by full 
Di:aughts of prefent Enjoyments, the future State

We come into Life without knowing it^ 
we employ it without Refle£iion, and never ihow 
any Conviftion of the Value of it^ till we are 
upon. leaving it. 

When with our Feet on the Threfliold of the 
new World, we have as it were a View of both, 
the Abufe of Time is what then generally forces 
itfelf upon our Thoughts, and pierces the Soul 
with excruciating Remorfe. 

In one of thofe Parties of Pleafure, where he 
who is maddeft,is moft agreeable; and the Humours 
of Women, how extravagant foever, command the 
jjioft implicit Obedience, Trtphemon by his Com- 
f laiiance to the charming Arfura^ has brought a 
^04 Pleu- 
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Pleurify and Flux upon himfelf j now this Com- 
plication requiresoppofite RemecHes : Confultations 
upon Confultations are held j the moft eminent of 
the Facuky are called in, whilft Trhhemon's Lady 
is waiting without, all in Tears 'to know the Re^ 
fult The Humanity of Phyficiahs will riot per- 
mit them to overwhelm the Relations with a fudden 
Decrfioni they artfully humour their Dejec9:ion,and 
at the fame Time continue themfelves in Fee. At 
firft, clearer Symptoms muft be Waited, they are not 
fufficiently declared ; the next Day, the Cafe is 
better known, and the Difeafe takes a favourable 
Turn; the Day following the Patient iswotfe^ 
but that's nothing, 'tis his bad Day; On the 
fourth, ft is fa,fo; the fifth is another bad one; 
this is alarming, the Confultations muft be renewed^ 
other Julaps and Cordials are ordered, and the 
Bleeding altered ; all the Brethren of the Faculty 
in the mean Time are talking Mortgages on the 
Patient's Subftance ; as for him. Health is all his 
Concern ; he inquires about nothing elfe, and 
nothing elfe is talked of to him : At laft, on the 
feventhDay he is too bad to conceal it any longer; 
and the Family Phyfician takes upon him to break 
the Matter to Tripheman^s Lady, which he might 
a$ well have done on the firft ^ but then therft 
would have been fo many Vifits the lefs. ** Whit 
have I to hope for. Sir, or what muft I fear ? *' fays 
Mrs. 7ri^A«!w«, when, ** Madam, it's over with hira> 
fo take your Meafures ;'* a Tear or two drop; but 
Self-prefcrvation foon gets uppermoft : The Son^ 
are of Age j what will be left after their Sweepij^gs ? 
and to depend on them will be a poor Story ; fp 
the good Lady faUs to work, the Cafli, Bonds- 
public and private, and the beft Part of .her 
Jewels are conveyed into fafc Cuftody ; but what 
becomes of the Hufband all this whilQ ? he lies 

doiing 
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^ofing in his Bed, with a Nur/e on each Side ply- 
ing him with Medicines, which only haften his 
Departure : The Wife, hov/ever, comes to caft a 
LrOok upon him; and during this kind Oifice, a 
Crifis feizes him ; run^ run for the blefled Vir- 
gin's Sake 'and fetch a Confeflbr ; a Confeflbr 
cjuickly : Oh ! he*Sy a dying; a Confeflbr ! Who 
is my Mafter's Confeflbr? That's well afked, but 
who can tell ? a Confeflbr is a Perfon with whom 
he never had any Dealings ; fp a Footman is dif- 
patched to the next Convent, and returns with a 
Capuchin, who, tliough the Patient is paft feeing or 
hearing, will be doing fomething ; and exhorts nin^ 
to refign himfelf to Death with ,a Chriftian Com- 
pofiire. Another hies away to the Parifh Churchy 
to defire the Sacraments; the Prieft attends with 
the Holy Viaticum, and the Capuchin difmiflesr 
Triphemon with a full Abfolution of all the Sins 
contained in Vajquex^ or Sanch'ms^s Summaries ^ 
though the poor Creature was too f^r gone to fpeak 
a Work of Confeflion, or any thing elfe. After 
a fhort Exhortation, which is often omitted, the 
Prieft adminifters the laft Sacrament to Triphenion-, 
he fells into an Agony, the Pains of Death are 
upon him; there goes his laft Breath. Who caa 
defcribe the Widow's frantic Geftures, or number 
her Tears? her Sighs may be heard all over ths 
Houfe, and are repeated at eveiy Vifit : Were flie 
left alone fhe would be her own Comforter, better 
than all her hypocritical Intimates dinning her wit!i 
his dying like a good Chriftian. Is this then the 
Death, Repentance, and Confeflion of a good 
Chriftian? Would not one from fuch a Proftitu-. 
tion of the Sacraments fufpeft that the Prieft be- 
lieves nothing of the Matter ?

The Prefcience of the Supreme Being, knowing 
and direfting all Things, gives htm an immove- 
able Sedatenefs in all Events 5 he'll concern himfeif 
in nothing any further than as a Spectator f as God 
can do every thing, why, fays he, {bouJd I put my 
Hand to the Plough ? the Inflexibility of a deter- 
mined Fate has ever been the Plea of his lethargic 
Indolence. 

A dying Pcrfoh fcews a Concern, fighs and (beds 
Tears ; good Signs of a fincere Converfion, fays 
one ; but is he not, indeed, lamenting his Deaths 
and full of Sorrow only at leavinghis Enjoyments? 

We ought to be inured to Death by a long 
Life: Is it not high Time at fixty to think that one 
Time or other Deatfi will come upon us ? Yet 
then is it lefs thought of than ever. A young Man 
rufhes upon Death, an old Man is dragged to it. 
Every Year is a Link added to the Chain which 
ties us down to Life. 

No longer ago than Yefterday has Alibus^ tho' 
in his ninety-eighth Year, negotiated an Affair of 
Importance, as it may well be called, fince with- 
in three Months it will add two Millions to the 
twenty, of which three fraudulent Bankruptcies 
have rendered him the envied PofTeffor. Yeflerday 
alfo at Midnight, Alibus came from a Miftrefs 
whom he has kept thefe thirty Years. Yeflerday 
he further gave Orders for altering the next Spring 
the Difpofition of an Engltfb Flower-garden, and 
To-day Mbus keeps his Bed; decayed Nature has 
f^iven him fuch a home Document of his Morta- 
lity, that his Phyfician, than whom the World 
dvea not afford a better, honeftly tdls him that all

faia^df feds it but too.mudi^ yet Life is fweet,

f;iven, he fhall have every thing he can defire, 
and isn't that a bold Offer?) Stupid Coward ! to 
imagine his Phyfician a God : As he loves Money 
fingularly wdl, it would be his Fault if he does not 
get as mudi as poffible of Mbus ^ but Nature is top 
hard for them both, and baffles their &>nvention. 
The Dodtor's Skill, indeed, under Divine Provi- 
dence, has fpun the old Fellow out a whole Month, 
which was richly paid ; and beftowed, by God's 
Mercy, that he might have Time to evince to him- 
felf, and be convinced that his Treafures were not. 
to be Uid up on Earth. But how has the har- 
dened Wretch employed this ineftimable Month? 
About his earthly Treafures ; Bonds, Stock, and- 
Farms were what his Talk run upon. I can't fay 
his antiquated Miftrefs was much in his Thoughts ; 
and his Salvation, what Care is taken of that?' 
That's fafe, if enriching the Chapel of a Convent, 
and leaving a double Allowance on fome certain 
Days for me Monks, will do the Bufmefs. What 
a {hamefuf Atonement is here ! are Fraud and Op- 
preiSon to be thus expiated ? Why, tis the Cuf— 
torn, and many profound Dodtors tell you there's 
nothing like it to fecure a.Soul. Why, to me, it 
looks Tike bringing in God as an Accomplice of 
Knavery, and a Receiver of ill-gotten Goods : At 
this Rate, 'tis but giving a Share of them to Ec- 
defxaftics, and Depredations become fanftified; 
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tftc allowjng aDiIh more cm certain Efeys to mor- | 
tified Monks, is hdd to be a flrre Prdcrvatrvc 
againft Divine Vengeance; no Hsarm ihail befall 
your Bags, Farms, and Family;- ye- glottonou* 
Monks, how can ye drive foch aTrarfef But your 
ASiirances are Lies, the.Lord pimifhes fte Wqmty 
of Fathers in the Children j the h/Rj/hey accumu- 
lated fay Injuftice moulders away by Btebauchcry, 
and the third Generation retoms to a Lrcvel tirith 
the Great Grandfather. In the mean Time jfShs 
decays apace, howeycr coiKrhidea he can'rfail of 
being faved, after a Work of fiich exalted Piety ; 
and why (hquld he not? Reverend Perfons tdl him 
ib 5 he even begins to exped fome temporal Bene- 
fit by it, and fends for his Miftrefe to chat away 
an Afternoon with him ; and if in the melan- 
choly Darknefs of the Night the Thoughts of 
Death fteal upon him, he has no other Fear of it, 
than as it takes him away from his Millions, I 
could rid jtKh^s of this Fear ; only remove him 
fromhisfplendid Apartments to an Hofpital, nothing 
©f what he fees there will make him ding to the 
World, as oot belonging to him ; every Thing on 
the contrary, from the Meannefs and Mifery of 
the Place, will abate the natural Horror of this 
King of Terrors. 

The more a Man leaves behind hira, with the 
more Reluflancy he dies : To die is an eafy Mat- 
ter to the poor Man 5 I would fay to the Philofo- 
pher alfo, had the Stoicifm from whence he looks 
down upon Death, more of the Chriftian andlefs 
of the Brute in it. 

Zeno cannot be fuppofed to have pafled fo many 
Years without thinking of Death; far from it, the 
Carthufian in his lonely Recefs has not made it 
more the Subjedt of his Meditations-; but how dif- 
ferent their Scopes ! The Carthufian praftifes it to

principled Relation moves him to have a Confeffor 
fentfor; he coldly thanks him for his Concern, bu< 
ferioufly forbids any further mention of it; howe^ef^ 
the Zeal of fome cannot fee their Friend depart with- 
out one, and he is brought into the Room. Thfe 
lirft Compliment Zsno pays him is a Ridiculd 
on Revelation and the Sacraments. Thedogus being 
Jet into his Chara£ter, indulgently requires of him 
onlv to own the Being of a God ; all this Zeiuf 
annvers with directing a Louis to be given him, asf 
all Trades, he fays, muft live, and defiring that 
he may not fee his Face any more. Thedkgus ac- 
cordingly departs, much better pleafed with the 
laft than the firft Compliment ; and quickly after 
Zeno perceives his Soul to be upon the Wing, or 
in his own Phrafeology, that Ae vital Spirits are 
near Diflblution.
